The Necessity for Compulsory Insurance > A 
Sliding-roofed Saloon. 


a 


Around this particular period of the 
year the majority of car owners are faced 
with the disagreeable necessity of renew- 
ing their insurance policies. While al] 
would welcome escape from this annual 
charge, the risks which its cutting-out 
would involve are such as none but the 
wealthy owner could face with anything 
approaching equanimity. Therefore, from 
a purely _ selfish int of view 
(which, fortunately, also embraces pro- 
tection for others on whom the insured 
owner may inflict damage or injury) the 
owner, in order to avoid the heavy 
damages which may follow an accident, is 
well advised to cover himself against acci- 
dent—at least, against third-party risk. 

There are scme owners who, believing 
in their own ability to avoid accident, but 
leaving out of consideration the possible 
contributions to accidents by other users, 
take the risks of non-insurance; but very 
often a mishap, either to their car, their 
persons or to others, ends in either a 
greatly reduced bank balance or a greatly 
increased overdraft. 

There is another section of drivers who 
bring disrepute on the general body of 
motorists—the class who become the 
unworthy possessors of cars and never 
give a thought to insurance. Some day 
they are involved in an accident, but 
there their responsibility, as far as 
making good the damage or compensating 
those injured, ends, the decrees of the 
Court being returned by the Sheriff 
“nulla bona.” 

People who use vehicles capable of 
inflicting serious injury, or worse, on the 
users of the highway should not be per- 
mitted to do so unless they are in a posi- 
tion, or place themselves in a position, to 
compensate for the damage or loss they 
cause. This principle applies, of course, 
to cyclists and horse drivers, as well as 
to motorists ; but it is very apparent that 
the obligation to insure is far greater on 
the motorist than upon the other road 
users, inasmuch as his vehicle is much ' 
more likely to cause serious damage than 
the bicycle or horse-drawn vehicle. To 
safeguard victims of such accidents—very 
often these are the bread-winners of 
families—the oft-repeated opinion of 
coroners’ courts, that there should be 
compulsory insurance, ought not to brook 
further delay. As long as the law 
remains as it is, selfish people wil) refrain 
from insuring even against third-party 
risk. The production of a third-party 
policy, valid for the period of the licence, 
ought to be made a condition on which 
the licence is granted. 

One hears complaints made that car 
insurance premiums are too high; but the 
keen competition which exists between 
the scores of companies hardly justifies 
such a statement. The cost of a third- 
party risk is, roughly, half that of a full 
cover, and, surely, the price paid 
annually for insurance, which must be 


| INCREASED CAR IMPORTS. 


During last January and February 
1,378 motor cars, valued at £215,420, were 
imported into the Free State as ‘compared 
with 550, valued at £110,141, in the same 
months of 1928. 

The petrol imported for the first two 
months this year was valued at £111,187 
(3,611,153 gallons), as compared with 
£96,320 (3,715,282 gallons) in the same 
two months of 1928. 

Seventy-two commercial vehicles were 
imported as against 88 in the January- 
February period of 1928. If parts valued 
at £155,808 (1928—£65,459), and oil 
(£39,389) be added to these figures the value 
of motor cars, commercial cars, parts, 
petrol, and oil imported in the first two 
months of this year is £532,883, the 1298 
figures being £341,243.

I had iny first experience of driving 
one of these cars during the week—a 
Singer 12 h.p. sunshine saloon, and the 
sense of added freedom obtained when the 
roof is opened is extraordinary, and can 
only compare with the same feeling of 
relief as that experienced when the hood 
of an open tourer is lowered on a fine 
balmy day. At the Jast Olympia Show 
the head of the Singer sunshine saloon 
was raised and lowered over 3,000 times; 
at a Scottish Show 1,000 more operations 
took place. The car then went on to 
demonstration work, covering a large 
mileage, and in all the hood had been 
worked over 5,000 times, at the end of 
which the mechanism was working as 
satisfactorily as ever. In practice, the 
owner-driver seldom raises or lowers the 
hood more than once or twice a week. 
The most energetic could scarcely operate 
it more than 500 times a year, so that 
the Singer demonstration has crammed ten 
years’ life into six months.

Books of the Week 


PHILOSOPHY OF THE 
SCIENCES. 


THE EVIDENCE OF BIOLOGY. 


AST year, in his brilliant Gifford 

Lectures, Professor Eddington col- 
lected the newer ideas in physical science, 
digested them and proceeded to build up 
a philosophy on that basis. He was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. J. 8. Haldane, the 
physiologist, who has performed a similar 
service for the biological sciences. Thus 
we have the two main branches of science 
making their contributions to philosophy 
within a year, and the two books must be 
regarded as supplementary to one another 
and they should be read side by side. 
The physicist and the physiologist, start- 
ing with different material, come to very 
similar conclusions—a fact which might 
occasion some surprise owing to the 
difference between physics and physio- 
logy; but we must remember that they 
are really only artificial and unnatural, 
but convenient sub-divisions of the study 
of nature. 

Physical science, according to Newton 
and his successors, regards the world as 
being made up of self-existent indepen- 
dent bodies and it studies their inter- 
actions which are expressed in the 
physical laws. When we ask why certain 
things happen in the physicial world our 
explanation ultimately ends by quoting 
that a body moves when a force is applied 
to it or some ‘such law. This is as far as 
physics will take us in explanation, and 
so we have come to regard some things as 
the ABC of physics, things for which no 
explanation is possible or demanded. A 
science built up out of elements of this 
kind can only be ideal and can never 
represent the world as it really exists. 
Physical science, in addition, ignores 
certain characteristic features of the 
world, so its inadequacy as a picture of 
reality is increased. In fact, it is very 
largely abstracted from reality. 


Biology makes an improvement on this 
by admitting into its elements the thing 
which we call life, and hence is less 
abstract than physics. Dr. Haldane gives 
an example of the biological interpreta- 
tion of the phenomenon to point out the 
differences in outlook between physics and 
biology. Biology does not separate an 
organism from its environment; but 
physics, with its conception of indepen- 
dent bodies, insists on it. The result is 
that in biology we seek dynamic relations 
between organism and environment, and 
we regard the two as constituting a whole. 
The laws of biology take the form of 
stating the reactions between the two, so 
that the operation of the whole will be 
normal. In fact, the keynote of biological 
interpretation is unity and co-ordination 
and in this it differs from the older 
physics. Modern physics seems, how- 
ever, to be modifying its strict rule about 
the independence of bodies, and we may 
expect to see pliysicists forced to admit 
the conception of unity and co-ordination 
into their elements in the near future. 

Biology, however, does not give us a 
true picture of reality because, amongst 
other things, it ignores consciousness. In 
psychology there is a unity which is not 
present in biology—a unity of time-rela- 
tions as well as of space-relations—our 
perceptions are meaningless unless we 
view them with reference to the past and 
the anticipated future. Hence, as we add 
more of the characteristics of the world 
to our elements we evolve sciences which 
bring us nearer to reality, and psychology 
is the nearest, so far, but it 1s unsatis- 
factory like the others. 


The difficulty is that when we begin to 
interpret the world around us we use 
physical interpretation ior part of it, 
biological for another part and psycho- 
logical for more of it. There have been 
two main bridges over these gulfs—one 
which purports to give a physical or 
mechanical explanation of everything, and 
the other, which postulates the existence 
of two worlds—the material and the 
spiritual—and explains that living things 
exist in both. The mechanistic attitude 
is one which we prefer to avoid, and, any- 
how, it has not, so far, explained the 
world, and shows no sign of ever bein 
able to do so. The hormones an 
vitamins, which, though existing in the 
body in minute quantities are capable of 
causing action which is out of all propor- 
tion (from a physico-chemical standpoint) 
to their size, constitute one example of an 
insuperable barrier in the way of 
mechanistic philosophy. Most men of 
science, therefore, have been driven to 
animism; but it is inadequate also. We 
cannot separate body from soul as sepa- 
rate entities. The soul must include the 
body and its environment, or else the 
body and its environment must include 
the phenomena attributed. to the inter- 
ference of the soul_with the activity of the 
body. 

Dr. Haldane’s solution of the puzzle is 
interesting. By means of an act of 
scientific faith we can pass from a 
physical to a biological interpretation of 
the world and thence by a further act of 
faith to a psychological interpretation, so 
that in the end our interpretations will be 
psychological. or humanistic. By a 
further act of faith we make the transi- 
tion to the spiritual universe of which all 
these others are but partial og CETA 
The ultimate spiritual universe he identi- 
fies with God, and all the phenomena of 
the world about us are the manifestations 
of God. In this universe individual per- 
sonality vanishes as being part of a wider 
personality, and ‘‘interests and values 
are not merely subjective or those of an 
individual, but objective, since all can 
enter into them. There is nothing out- 
side them in: our experienee.” The 
immortality of the soul disappears 
because the individual is a manifestation 
of this spiritual universe and hence is 
always with us in so far as he is part of 
the spiritual universe. 

Dr. Haldane has written a profound 
and deeply provoking book. He has faced 
many serious issues with great courage, 
and, though his solution of the problem 
may not commend itself to everyone, the 
book cannot fail to be read with much 
profit by men of science (especially those 
who believe in a physico-chemical expla- 
nation of the universe), philosophers, and 
theologians.

oo appearance of a book from the 

pen of Bishop Gore in the Home 

University Library Series is cause for 

offering congratulations to the editors on 

having obtained such an able contributor. 

Dr. Gore has no rival in the sphere of 
commending the Gospel to those whose 
minds are full of hesitancy and doubt ; 
and this he does, not by detracting from 
its claims, but by showing their inherent 
reasonableness. He commences by provid- 
ing a background for the picture, and 
jor the details of this picture he prefers 
to use the Marcan and Lucan accounts 
to those of the other Gospels. We know 
of no scholar who is more apt at estimat- 
ing the value of the contributions which 
have been made to the subject by the 
“big guns ” of criticism during the last 
fifty years.

ARTHUR YOUNG IN 
FRANCE 


THE EVE OF REVOLUTION, 
NE evening in Paris, a few weeks 
before the Bastille fell, about 
thirty members of a society, were 
gathered at the Hotel Levielle, ‘‘ al) speak- 
ing together as in a warm private con- 
versation.’’ It was the Royal Society 
of Agriculture, with Arthur Youn 
sitting in their midst fingering the sma 
medal which he had just received as an 
Associate, 

When the usual business had been 
transacted, they turned to listen to the 
foremost writer on agriculture at that 
time in Europe. The Abbé Reynal had 
given them 1,200 levres for a premium 
on some important subject, and his 
opinion was asked for what it should be 
given. ‘‘Give it,” Young replied, “in 
some way for the introduction of 
turnips.”” Having given this advice he 
left withont much hope of its being 
accepted; for he knew (but he was too 
tactiul to tell them) ‘‘ that all hitherto 
done had been absolute folly; and the 
right way to begin was tp undo every- 
thing done.” This was precisely what 
the revolutionary politicians were about 
to do, but for the moment they were not 
concerned with agriculture. How could 
the peasants practise that properly until 
they were freed from the terrible burden 
of taxation and social oppression was a 
question which continually faced the 
traveller throughout all parts of France 
in the years immediately preceding the 
Revolution.

Press, was welcomed as an interesting and 
valuable source book of Irish history; but 
the present volume is invaluable to the 
student and general reader searching for 
the true causes of that great upheaval in 
-France which has determined the course 
of events in the modern world. It is not 
only a “ minor classic in our literature.” 
It is also like a landmark in a storm; for 
at a time when France was in a state of 
utter confusion, when her Government was 
bankrupt both of money and ideas, and 
her politicians so perplexed as to be in- 
capable of giving sane and moderate 
counsel, Young went abroad seeking facts, 
questioning as to the produce of agricul- 
ture, of manufacturers and of trade, and 
recording each day the conclusions to which 
he had come. That is why his work has 
been declared by Lord Morley to be 
“worth a hundred times more than Burke, 
Paine and Mackintosh all put together.” 

Yonng did not collect his rich store of 
anecdotes at the fireside, nor his richer 
store of facts from the window of a flying 
post-chaise. Once across the Channel he 
trusted to his English mare, which was 
rapidly becoming blind. In describing his 
adventurous tour he never wastes words 
and endeavours always to come to business 
at once with his hosts or the peasants 
whom he questioned with a view to ascer- 
taining the exact conditions of local farm- 
ing. Two facts which he noted above the 
rest were the abject misery of life for the 
peasantry and the utterly neglected estates 
of the absent seigneurs. It is true 
that conditions- were -not everywhere 
equally bad, but the general impression 
Young formed was that the peasants could 
never escape from poverty under the 
economic subjection of the ancien régime. 
Much of the evil was due to the gross 
ignorance of recent agriculturz! improve- 
ments, but those who had the money to 
introduce better methods squandered it on 
the frivolities of court life. Those who 
tried to improve were hampered bv the 
survival of feudal land divisions. Young 
advocated enclosures, but the peasants 
feared such measures would only increase 
their misery, and in their cahiers of 1789 
they opposed them. 

The general observations attached to the 
Travels have not been printed since 1809, 
and their inclusion in the present volume 
helps to make Miss Maxwell’s edition the 
fullest and most useful for Young’s 
readers. When consilering the influence 
of manufacture on agriculture, Young 
allows his enthusiasm for husbandry to get 
the better of his otherwise invariably 
sound economic judgment. . He appears to 
forget that the industry which he found 
practised alongside agriculture in certain 
rural areas was but an early stage in 
industrial development, and that before 
1789 evenis had not begun to move with 
such rapidity: as in the industrial revolu- 
tion in England. 

. x x * * 

The following passage is worth quoting for 
the author’s style of writing and for his 
opinions :— 

The agriculture of Champagne is miser- 
able, even to a proverb; I saw there great 
and flourishing manufactures, and cultivation 
in ruins around them. Let us pass into 
Bretagne. You find yourself in the midst 


in Europe, and, throwing your eye around 
the country, can scarcely believe the in- 
habitants are fed by agriculture; if they 
subsisted by the chase of wild animals their 
country might be as well cultivated. In my 
tour through Ireland I examined with atten- 
tion the--vast linen wanufacture which 
spreads afl over the north of that kingdom. 

I there found the same spectacle that 
Bretagne offers; husbandry so miserably bad 
that I have shown. by calculation, the 
whole province converted into a sheep walk 
would yield in wool only a greater value 
than the whole amount of the linen fabric, 
a circumstance | attribute to the manufac- 
tures spreading into the country iustead of 
being confined to towns. we pass into 
England we shal] find something similar, the 
manufacturing parts of the kingdom being 
among the worst cultivated. . . . The Jesson 
to Governments is deducible in a few words. 
First, secure prosperity to agriculture by 
equal taxation and by absolute liberty of 
cultivation and sale (i.e., an unbounded 
freedom of export). Secondly, do no more 
to encourage manufactures and commerce 
than by letting them alone, a policy exclusive 
of every idea of monopoly. 

The English Government at last recog- 
nised that Young had often given the 
soundest advice. George III. read his 
works and was so pleased with the out- 
spoken comments of the travelling squire- 
farmer of Suffolk that he sent him a ram. 
The Secretaryship of the Board of Agri- 
culture was given to him in 1793, and 
never was an appointment more deserved.

RA “S Ouiet on the Western Front,” 
by Erich Maria Kemarque, trans- 
lated by A. W. Wheen, a German of 
French extraction, is the story of a group 
of German students, most of them under 


twenty, who went straight from their. 


classrooms to join up for the war. ‘The 
book—which has been hailed as the most 
remarkable of all stories of the Great War 
—has the effect of an impressionist 
picture viewed too close, impossible to 
grasp as a whole. The reader is 
oppressed by details. One at a time we 
consider them, every succeeding one blot- 
ting out the last. The stunned wonder of 
youth torn from its more or less sheltered 
training ground is following the gradual 
reaction to the change, the assumption of 
a manhood, as ill-fitting as the 
clumsy uniform that fills out the spare, 
boyish forms, the sudden brief upliit of 
the soul out of the quagmire of filth and 
misery. Through it all runs the steady 
undercurrent of a man’s lament for his 
stolen boyhood—lament and revolt, 
because this man’s heart has .never 
acknowledged any final armistice. He is 
still in some sense at the front, that 
front where the ghost of the youth he 
had only tasted stands still in the battle 
array of that war of the spirit that began 
in truth when the other war ended—a 
war that may end war. 

Yet even at its blackest there is the 
imprint of youth on the manner of its 
presentation, ‘‘the uncertain glory of an 
April day,” with the uttermost extremes 
of sunshine and thunderstorm. The 
writer drags us, cringing, through depths 
of unspeakable grossness, lightened with 
the flicker of humour, the gold of com- 
radeship. Then, in an instant, he has 
flitted away from it all, hovering will 
o’-the-wisp fashion over all he bas left 
behind, dwelling on the thought of home 
and kindly human _ things with the 
wondering pathos of a child or a young 
girl—‘* Beyond the skyline is a country 
with flowers, lying still that he 
would like to weep. There are sights he 
has not forgotten, because he never pos- 
sessed them—perplexing, yet lost to him. 
Are not his: twenty suminers there?” 

There is as little feeling of nationality 
in the record as in that of a game of 
bridge. The author tells of the taking 
away of saw-bayonets from some new 
recruits—‘‘ If the fellows over there catch 
a man with one of those he’s killed at 
sight. In the next sector some of our 
men were found whose noses were cut off 
and their eyes poked out with their own 
suw-bayonets.”’ Here is barbarism met 
with barbarism and retailed with no 
comment. . Towards the end a mood of 
utter gloom closes down. Most of the 
little group of friends have fallen; ‘the 
teller has little to sustain him but a 
morose reliance on the bro#herhood of mis 
fortune arising out c* the tension and 
forlornness. of death—‘‘the desperate 
loyalty to one another of men condemned 
to death, seeking a fleeting enjoyment 
of the hours as they come. If one wants 
to appraise it, it is at once heroic and 
baral].’’

HIS book is supposed to be the auto- 
T biography of an officer condemned to be 
shot for cowardice during the Great War, 
and is prefaced and concluded by a Roman 
Catholic priest.

‘The writer’s 
youthful experiences at a preparatory school, 
where the boys were subjected to senseless 
and cruel punishments, such as standing on 
a chair blindfolded and gagged, with. ankles 
beund and hands tied together behind, seem 
to have broken his spirit and left him a 
physical and moral coward. His failure to 
realise or admit this cowardice was the real 
cause of his misfortune. The only person 
who seemed to understand his trouble and 
have a healthy, stimulating influence on his 
life was a young master at his public school. 
The writer blames himself unduly (we think) 
for what was more a physical disability than 
real cowardice, and before his death performed 
an act of bravery that retrieved his honour.

A NEW VARIETY.

NE of the extraordinary things about 
farming is the belief, widely 
prevalent among those who know nothing 
about it, that anybody can be a farmer 
at a moment’s notice. Men who would 
hesitate to tell a schoolmaster how to run 
his school, who are terrified by the very 
sight of a dentist, whose knees would 
clatter with pure funk if they were made 
responsible for a _ settling-back at St. 
James’s Gate, will take it on themselves 
to lecture a farmer about his own 
business. 

The politician considers the farmer a 
fair mark at all seasons, and nags him 
beyond bearing, forgetting that he himself 
probably had no training for the occupa- 
tion to which he clings so tenaciously. 
When I was very young I shared the 
common delusion that there was nothing 
much to learn about agriculture, and, 
perhaps, that is why I never tried. A 
cow upon the verdant lea, a four-legged 
beast she was to me, and she was nothing 
more. 

Leaving aside such matters as soils, 
crops, methods of cultivation and 
marketing of produce, let us reflect on the 
bewildering multitude of breeds of 
creatures whose co-operation we compel in 
our efforts to keep alive. 


THE RED PIG. 


This matter was brought home to me a 
couple of years ago. There is a Swedish 
farmer, called Lindstrom, living at the 
end ot a trail through the woods, about a 
mile from my place, and one summer 
morning Mrs. Lindstrom came along the 
trail, looking very worried. When she 
saw me she asked, “Have you seen alittle 
red pig?’’ Somewhat surprised, I nearly 
answered, ‘‘No, I have not seen a little 
red pig, but my Uncle Tim has seen large 
pink rats.” Mrs. Lindstrom, however, 
was obviously quite sober. I asked for 
further particulars of the porcine 
curiosity, and then learnt for the first 
time of the existence of a breed called 
** Duroc ” or ‘‘ Duroc-Jersey.’’ They are 
quite popular in the States, and are as 


red as Irish setters. It seems-strange that | 


an export trade in Durocs has not been 
established with the Soviets, but; perhaps, | 
the U.S.S.R. would want to pay for 
the animals in ‘‘gospodiné’’ or 
““'Tovaresch;” or some such depreciated 
currency. 

In that same summer I heard of a breed 
of hens which I have never heard men- 
tioned since. I was working in the woods 
for a little ‘‘haywire’’ sawmill, and one 
of my companions was a youth, whom 
everybody referred to as ‘‘ Goofy,’’ by way 
of indicating that he was not very bright 
mentally. In fact, he was nearly 
certifiable, and I kept as far away from 
him as I could.

Glasgow Honesty: 


Whether or not Mr. Blythe’s increased 
tax on omnibuses will retard’ the 
development of this form of transport in 
the Free State remains to be seen, but a 
friend of mine, who has Just been 
revisiting Glasgow after two year’s 
absence, says that he would not like to see 
them “as numerous here as on the banks 
of the Clyde., The Glasgow tramway 
service, he says, is competing furiously 
with the ’buses, running their own ‘buses 
on all routes and speeding up the trams so 
much that the conductor’s starting signal 
has become almost an anomaly. 

One effect of this speeding up is that 
after restoring the halfpenny fares some 
time ago, the Glasgow Corporation is 
now seeking to abolish them for ever. So 
inany people hop on and off for 
‘‘ha’p’nyworths’’ and the trams are 
venerally so crowded that it is a physical 
impossibility for any conductor to collect 
all the fares between stages. In a 
despairing endeavour to cope with this 
problem the authorities placed boxes on 
the platforms of the trams with the 
inscription '' Please drop’ uncollected 
fares into this box.”. It is to be hoped 
the Corporation bore up well when 
they discovered at the end of a year that 
over £800 had been collected from these 
boxes. 


Athleiic Armagh. 


There must be great rejoicing in the 
town of Armagh since the close of the 
Rugby season, when the local team won 
the Junior League Cup. This victory was 
the crowning event in the most successful 
season Armagh has ever experienced, as 
far as sport is concerned. 

The cricket club are the present holders 
of the Northern Union Senior League 
Cup, the Rugby club have annexed both 
the Junior League Cup and the Provin- 
cial Towns Cup, which, by the way, is a 
great feather in the club’s cap, as in the 
final of the Towns Cup they overcame 
Bangor, a senior team. Then, again, the 
badminton team have won no less than 
four trophies, and the Gaclic clubs are 
responsible for two, while the newly- 
formed Church Lads’ Brigade won a cup 
at the recent Portadown Musical. Festival, 
under the able conductorship of Mr. A. 
Kingston. 


Busy Shipyards. 


The shipyards in Belfast will be busy 
for a long time to come, as there are no 
less than eleven vessels under construction 
at the present time for companies managed 
by the great shipowning firm of Andrew 
Weir and Co., London and Glasgow. 
Kight of these vessels are at Messrs. 
Workman, Clark’s, while the remaining 
three are at Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s. 

Andrew Weir and Co. are a well-known 
firm: in Belfast, and since, the war 
Harland and Wolfi’s have built over 
fifty ships of various kinds for their 
interests. , 

On Tuesday last the s.s. Tamare, which 
is the first of the new series, was launched 
from the Queen’s Island, and in this con- 
nection, Lord Inverforth, the head of the 
Weir firm, was present. 


Lord Inver forth. 


Lord Inverforth, who is now sixty-four 
years of age, has hud a most interesting 
career. When a young man he entered 
the Clyde shipping business in a small 

i way, but soon made 
ee hig presence felt, and 
wis responsible for 
the building of a fleet 
of sailing vessels 
among which were 
some of the finest 
“ windjammers’’ ever 
made. As times 
changed, so did this 
feet, which was 
rradually displaced by 


‘teamers, and now one 
of the world-known 
lines is the Bank 
Line. During the 
war Lord Inverforth 
was Surveyor General of Supply at the 
War Office, and was subsequently Minister 
of Munitions. Im recognition of his 
services to the State, he was created a 
baron, and also a member of the Privy 
Council, and he remained in the Govern- 
ment as the Chairman of the Disposal 
and Liquidation Commission, for which 
he did great work; until he had to resign 
on medical advice. 

Lord Inverforth, by the way, was a 
close fr‘end of the late Viscount Pirrie, 
and in 1921 accompanied him on his trip 
to Mexico where the late Viscount was 
interested in the oil fields. It was in 1925 
that Lord Inverforth purchased. ‘‘ The 
Hill,’’ Hampstead, formerly the seat of 
Lord Leverhulme.

Professor T. Wibberley, who will give 
an address on ‘‘A Possible Agricultural 
Policy ” to the members of the Irish 
Literary Society in London this evening, 
is well remembered in the South of Ire- 
land by his Professorship at University 
College, Cork, and by his eminence as 
an expert on the subject of Irish 
economics. 

Professor Wibberley is a Lancashire 
man by birth, but he has close family 
relations with Ireland, as his mother was 
a native of Toomevara, County Tipperary, 
and he married the daughter of Mr. S. 
O’Connor, of Kiltimagh, County Mayo. 

At University College he was Harring- 
ton Professor of Agricultural Research, 
and he was held in high regard as an 
authority on agricultural economics and 
Irish finance. He was the originator of 
the Wibberley system of extensive arable 
stock farming, and in co-operation with 
Sir Horace Plunkett he instituted in 
Ireland co-operative purchase and the 
use of farm machinery. He also did 
much work in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the National Land Banks. 
For his research work in plant breeding 
he was elected a Fellow of the Linnean 
Society in 1921.

Meetings of the International Federation 
are held annually in various cities of 
Europe, when distinguished University 
women from the two continents enjoy the 
opportunity of meeting in a friendly and 
intimate way in the great cities of the 
world. This year ther will foregather at 
Geneva, and in previous years the venue 
was Madrid, Amsterdam, Oslo, London, 
and Paris. ‘The officers are drawn from 
all countries, and in this way the Irish 
Federation is kept in touch with the in- 
tellectual movements in the world. Miss 
White, LL.D., has sponsored the Federa- 
tion to its present successful position. 


Miss Mary Byrne, M.A. 


At this the third Conference of the Irish 
Federation, which will be held in 
University College, Earlsfort terrace, the 
principal papers will be read by Miss Ida 
Smedley MacLean, on the ‘‘ Work of the 
International Federation,’’ and by Miss 
Mary Byrne, M.A., who will speak on 
the ' Status of Women in Ancient 
Ireland.” Miss Mary Byrne is one of 
the modest but brilliant scholars in our 
midst in Dublin. Educated at the 
Dominican College, Eccles street, she had 
a distinguished University career, and 
when she won a studentship in 
modern languages she was awarded ‘the 
Chancellor’s Gold Medal for a disserta- 
tion on ‘‘England in the Age of 
Chaucer.’’ She has,. since that time, 
devoted herself exclusively to Irish 
scholarship, and is at present working 
with Professor Bergin at the Old and 
Middle Irish Dictionary of the Royal 
Irish Academy. She is also engaged at the 
Academy Catalogue of MSS., which is being 
produced under Dr. Gwynn’s editorship. 
She has also edited several Middle Irish 
Texts, and is now working; with the group 
attending Professor Thurneysen’s ‘‘ semi- 
nar’’- for the special study of old Irish 
laws. Her paper on the ‘‘ Women of 
Ancient Ireland” will be heard on 
Saturday afternoon, and I am told that 
there is a great deal of interest in the 
subject.

Persia and the Free State. 


I suppose most people in Ireland have 
heard of Persia, even if they have only 
the vaguest ideas as to its geographical 
position, but the Persians do not return 
the compliment.

Irishmen in the East: 


There are*a number of Irishmen in tha 
employ of a big oil company out in Persia 
at present, and their living conditions are 
excellent. The bungalows of the officials 
are perched on hills in the bleak country- 
side, and have hot and cold water laid on 
and modern sanitation; there are excel- 
lent facilities for amusement—swimming 
baths, tennis and squash courts, polo 
grounds, etc. Situated amongst the hills 
are the giant workshops of the company ;

My friend was greatly struck by 
the fact that. despite the severity of the 
climate. everyone seemed smiling and 
cheerful, happy in their employment and 
their circumstances, 


Precedence.

An Interesting Drwe. 


On Sunday last a friend asked me to 
join him on a motor expedition to the 
Giant's Causeway, writes a correspondent, 
and, never having seen that famous spot, 
I eagerly accepted his invitation. We 
set off in the early morning and arrived 
in Portrush about one o'clock in the 
afternoon, and set out for the Causeway 
after a good luncheon. The road runs 
high up above the White Rocks, and 
simply teems with interest. The first 
place we passed over was “Long Gilbert,’’ 
a cave where limestone is quarried, called 
after Gilbert McLoughlan, otherwise 
known as “ Lord Antrim’s Foo],” a man 
of seven feet high, who never wore shoes, 
and was fleet as a deer. Running with 
the hounds near this spot one day, he 
was unable to stop himself, and fell over 
the cliff, to be dashed to pieces on the 
sea-lashed rocks below. ater on we 
came to the “' Priest’s Hole,’’ a fearful- 
looking cavity, into which a priest is 
alleged to have jumped to escape his 
pursuers. 


Dunluce Castle. 


We eventually came to Dunluce Castle, 
one of the most picturesque ruins in 
Ireland, dating from the fourteenth cen- 
tury, when it was rebuilt on an old site 
by Richard de Borgo. It stands upon a 
bold, black headland, jutting out into the 
sea; over a hundred feet high, and is 
connected with the mainland by the top 
of an old drawbridge wall, on the other 
side of which are the old grey towers, 
winding stairs, and the great roofless 
kitchen, bare to the cliff’s edge, but still 
ones its massive chimney and 
hearth. My friend told me many tales 
about this beautiful old ruin, one of 
which is well worth relating here. In the 
year 1635, after the castle had passed to 
the MacDonnells, Randal MacDonnell, 
first Earl of Antrim, married the Duchess 
of Buckingham (widow of George Villier, 
the Duke who was assassinated) and 
brought his bride to Dunluce. One even- 
ing, while entertaining a large party, the 
hostess heard a strange rumbling sound, 
and, on investigating, the party found, to 
their horror, that a large portion of the 
kitchen, along with nine servants and 
much valuable plate, had fallen into the 
sea, a tinker, who was sitting on one of 
the windows mending a kettle, alone 
remaining. The “ Tinker’s Window “” is 
still there to this day. 

The Gallows Hill, where rough-and- 
ready justice was administered by the 
chieftain, stands close by. The property 
now belongs to Lord Antrim’s family, the 
eldest son, Viscount Dunluce, taking his 
title from it. 

It was with dismay that I realised :t 
was getting late when my friend had 
finished his stories—so late, in fact, that 
we had no time to visit the Causeway, 
but had to make helter-skelter back to 
Belfast, which we did not reach till eleven 
o'clock, after a most enjoyable day's 
outing.

Made Matches.

In Mayo, as in many other parts of 
Ireland, the ‘‘ made match ” is still one 
of the commonest marriage customs. 
Novelists and dramatists have drawn a 
good deal of unfavourable attention te 
these matches, especially land and 
other material considerations enter into 
them so largely. But many keen observers 
in the country hold that the economic 
system prevailing in large parts of rural 
Ireland makes them practically a neces- 
sity, and that these ‘‘ matches’’ are, on 
the whole, happy and successful. 

On his way back from the West, a 
friend had the rather uncommon ex- 
perience of travelling with a young man 
and young woman who had _ rebelled 
against the local custom and resolutely 
declined to go on with the marriages that 
had been arranged for them. 

This couple, he says, were very good 
types of western Irish peasants. Repeated 
efforts had been made to get the young 
woman to agree to marry an elderly man, 
and the young man was actually sacri- 
ficing his right to “ the piece of land’’ 
by marrying the girl of his own, and not 
his people’s, choice. In the end, as the 
pressure from relatives became ‘stronger, 
they decided, in the young woman’s words, 
“to try their fortune in England,” and 
actually were bringing with them a young 
neighbour who would act as groomsman 
at the wedding. 

Evidently romance is not yet banished 
from the Irish countryside. The adven- 
tures of this Connaught pair in their 
search for a living in England would 
surely furnish fit theme for some of our 
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modern novelists. 
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GENIUS AND 
INCHES. 


THE LONG AND THE 
SHORT OF IT. 


— 
(By W. GREENWOOD.) 


O the interesting question whether 
short men are cleverer than tall men 
or vice versa, the answer seems to be that 
intellect has nothing whatever to do with 
inches. Of 250. men of intellect (most of 
them of decided genius) of whose stature 
the writer has been able to obtain 
information, 89 are described as more or 
less tall; 78 as of medium height, and the 
remaining 83 were short. 

Thackeray, who stood well over six 
feet, was a ‘stout, broad-shouldered 
specimen of a man’’; Sir Walter Scott 
is pictured as ‘‘tall, much above the 
usual standard’’; and Charles Reade was 
‘‘ stately, imposing, with a massive chest 
and herculean limbs.’’ Trollope was a 
‘‘stout man, large of limb and little 
short of six feet’’; Marryat was five 
feet ten inches ‘‘of immensely powerful 
build’’; and Thomas Carlyle stood five 
feet eleven inches in his socks. 

William Cobbett “could not have been 
less than six feet two inches, while his 
breadth was proportionately great ”; 
and Burke and Burns were fine, muscular 
specimens of manhood, five feet ten 
inches in height. Fielding was a 
‘‘ magnificent fellow, well over six feet”; 
John Wilson (‘‘ Christopher North ’’) 
was “a tall man, about six feet”; and 
Swift was ‘‘tall, strong and well-made, 
robust and  wmanly.’’ Sir Walter 
Raleigh was an ‘‘ imposing man, six feet 
in height”; John Bunyan was ‘‘tall of 
stature’’; and Hallam is ‘<scribed as 
“tall and very stately 1!: look and 
manner.” Addison, Shelley, Southey, 
Hook and Kingsley were able, 
pliysically as well as intellectually, to 
Jook down on the majority of their 
fellows. 


INTELLECTUAL GIANTS. 


Among men of intellect and fame in 
more recent times who are, or have been, 
well above average height, we may 
mention—in the political world, Glad- 
stoue, Harcourt (six feet three inches), 
the late Duke of Devonshire, the Ear] of 
Balfour, Dilke, Lord Hugh Cecil, Lords 
Carson and Birkenhead; while Lords 
Curzon and Milner were both of good 
stature. In science and literature we have 
Darwin, Ruskin, Tennyson, Crockett 
(six feet four inches), Rider Haggard 
and G. B. Shaw; and in art, Millais, 
Marcus Stone and Mr. Val Prinsep. 

On the other hand, we have an equally 
imposing array of intellectual giants of 
small—some of dwarfish—stature. De 
Quincey and Tom Moore were both 
“ pocket editions of men,” little over five 
feet. Pope was so short that, ‘‘to bring 
him on a level with Commons table it was 
necessary to raise his seat.’’ Hartley 
Coleridge was barely five feet in his boots, 
with legs and arms of a most dis- 
proportionate shortness; and Campbell 
was small and delicately formed. 


GREAT MINDS IN SMALL BODIES. 


Dryden was ‘short of limb and wide of 
girth’’; and Gibbon was a “thin, little 
figure with a large head.’’ Douglas 
Jerrold was ‘‘a very short and very 
broad man, bowed almost to deformity,’’ 
while Lamb was ‘‘a very small man, the 
leanest of mankind.’’ Jeffrey was of low 
stature, with ‘‘so little flesh,” to quote 
an unkind contemporary, “that bis 
intellect was indecently —covered.'” 
Macaulay was short and stout; Keats 
was well under the middle _ height; 
Jeremy Bentham was ‘‘a smal] man with 
a stoop and a shuffle’’; and Milton was 
described by a contemporary as a “‘ puny 
man, a homunculis, a dwarf.’’ 

Among short men of fame in our own 
day we may mention Lord Rosebery, Mr. 
Lloyd George, and the lute Lord Oxford, 
in politics; Mr. Kipling, Mr. Wells and 
Sir J. M. Barrie, among men of letters: 
the late Lords French, Roberts and 
Wolseley ,among soldiers; and of sailors. 
the late Lord Fisher and Ear] Jellicoe, 
who is about five feet four inches, with 
the slight figure of a boy. 

Between the two extremes of short and 
tall we find an equally large number of 
men of intellect of average height and 
physique. Thus, Bacon is described as 
‘of a middle stature,’’ and Byron, “of 
middle height and remarkably  well- 
built” Tom Hood was of average 
inches, “slender and _ sickly-looking”’; 
and Hazlitt and Savage were “of middle 
stature,”’ like Leigh Hunt, Keble, 
Landor, Rossetti, Thomson and Sir 
Richard Steele, whom Thackeray pictures 
as ‘‘of middle stature, broad shoulders, 
thick legs, like the picture of somebody 
over a farmer’s chimney.”’ 

In our own day, too, we find a goodly 
array of eminent men whose inches are 
about the average, such as—to give only 
a very few typical names—Mr. Baldwin. 
Mr. Churchill, Mr. McKenna, and 
Archbishop Lord Davidson.

THE PREMIER'S PLANS. 


.In reviewing the work of his Govern- 
ment, the Premier was able to point to a 
good deal of beneficent legislation, even 
although mistakes have been made, and 
he was equally happy in his references to 
the measures which he proposes to intro- 
duce in the next session of Parliament 
Farmers especially are interested in the 
de-rating scheme, and, as Lord Craigavon 
has promised to put this into operation at 
once, the heavy burden on agriculture 
will be lightened to a considerable extent. 
It is also hoped that the difficulties 
regarding education will be overcome 
through an amending Act, and that the 
claims for safeguards in Bible instruction 
and the appointment of teachers, made bv 
‘‘ educational and religious interests,’’ 
will be amicably settled. 

The demand for a nominated element 
on the regional committees, has, however, 
aroused considerable opposition among 
the laity, and will require careful con- 
sideration. Probably a compromise will 
be effected, as the demand for a fifty per 
cent. nominated representation, which 
would virtually give the clergy command 
of the situation, is generally considered to 
be unreasonable. In the spirit of mutual 
accommodation the danger of a conflict at 
the polls on this question has passed 
away, and if all work together in harmony 
for the success which all desire, the safety 
of the “ Children’s Charter ” should be 
assured. As that is the ambition of 
everybody, its realisation should not 
present insuperable obstacles. 


THE TEMPERANCE CHARIOT. 


The problem of local option is more 
serious, and no one can say what the 
consequences may be. Zealous reformers, 
influenced, no doubt, by the best inten- 
tions, have challenged the Government, 
and temperance candidates have been 
nominated to oppose certain Ministers of 
the Cabinet at the forthcoming elections 
simply because they are not permitted to 
have their own sweet way. They have, 
however, modestly refrained from oppos- 
ing the Prime Minister in North Down, 
as persistent rumour suggested would be 
done. Such a course would have shown 
that reform had gone mad, and it would 
simply have murdered the temperance 
cause in the North; for “ every mother’s 
son who is a loyalist,’’ even although he 
had a grievance, would have rallied to 
Lord Craigavon’s support. 

The danger of attempting to shackle a 
free people to the temperance chariot has 
frequently been referred to in this 
column ; for compulsion, even in a good 
movement, would be resented by those 
whose social customs were threatened.

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WIDESPREAD INJURY CAUSED By 
THE BETTING ACT. 
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During the resumed debate on the 
Budget in Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. P.

In his reply, Mr. Blythe said that he 
had not had time to reconsider the recom- 
yendations Of the Betting Committee, 
and he had not considered the conditions 
of racecourse executives since last year. 
His view was that, as the whole matter 
of the Betting Act was being examined 
hy the Committee, it was just as well to 
defer any re-consideration of the position 
until they had the report of the Com- 
mittee, and then deal with the whole 
matter at once. 

He declared that he had no ground for 
believing that the condition of Irish 
racing would be righted by the remission 
of the betting tax on the course. The 
cause of the trouble, he thought, was 
deeper, perhaps, than the betting tax. 
He had hoped that before this the Com- 
mittee of the Turf Club and other 
interests would have succeeded in install- 
wg the totalisator.

HORSE-BREEDING IN 
JEOPARDY. 


On the resumed debate on the financial 
resolutions, 

Mr. BLYTHE moved the general resolution 
to amend the law relating to customs and 
inland revenue (including excise) and to make 
further provision in connection with finance. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) 
compared British taxation per head of the 
population with Irish taxation and the 
incomes of British citizens with those of Free 
State citizens. When the condition in which 
a large class of the Free State community 
lived was considered, they must ask them- 
selves what hope these people could have for 
themselves or what ho could the State 
repose in them that their children would 
grow up valuable citizens. 

The cost of living had increased for these 
people, and it should have been set off by 
improvement in social services. Instead of 
that they had got no relief. Was it any 
wonder, therefore, that large numbers of 
people were living in indescribable conditions 

ot misery? There were, he said, districts in 
this country where within the last ten years 
there had not been even one marriage. 

The figures given showed an unhealthy 
condition of industry in general, yet the 
Minister dared to tell the Dail}that there was 
no reason to fear a shrinkage of the vield of 
taxation in the future. Not only did the 
revenue from stamp duty deride the 
Minister’s statement, but the income tax and 
duty receipts were also down. 
The demands of the Minister had 
been so exorbitant that the general mass 
of the people had not been able to meet them 
out of income, and their savings had been 
encroached upon. Compared with Great 
sritain and Northern Ireland, the people of 
the Free State were over-taxed, and as Great 
Britain was taxed to the utmost limit this 
State was very much over-taxed. The policy 
of the Minister was to maintain taxation at 
a level which every factor of economic signifi- 
cance united in proclaiming that the com- 
munity could not bear. 


INCOME TAX INJUSTICE. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) said 
that the income tax pressed harshly on wage- 
earners, and in respect of many of them it 
hardly paid the cost of collection. He sug- 
gested that in respect of all incomes under 
£208 the allowance should be one-sixth 
instead of one-tenth. 

The amount accruing to the Exchequer as 
the result of the harassing tactics on earners 
of small incomes was not worth the candle. 
lie welcomed the proposal to assess the tax 
on the previous year’s income, but he re- 
gretted that the “Minister had not made it 
applicable in the present year. 

PARLOUS PLIGHT OF RACING. - 

Mr. P, W. SHAW (Govt., Longford- 
Westmeath) expressed disappointment that 
the Minister had not removed, or given them 
any hope that he would remove, the present 
lax on racecourse betting. That dis- 
appointment owas felt by everyone 
interested in horse-racing in the 
lrish Free State. The Betting Committee, 
knowing the urgency of the matter, sent 
án interim report, because, from all the evi- 
dence produced before them, they recognised 
that racing in the country was in a very 
serious state, and was a matter that should 
be dealt with very soon. 

During the past year stakes at race meet- 
ings in the country had been very much 
reduced. The reduction had been caused by 
the reduced attendances, and the reduced at-

There 
are over 5,000 brood mares and 1,000 flat-race 
horses in the country, and the latter race 
for £50,000 in Stakes, half of which the 
Owners put up. According to the Govern- 
mas 8 returns, the cost of a racehorse is £5 
a week, or £5,000 a week in all in circulation 
for racehorses. The 000 in stakes 
averages only £25 for each horse, so that it 
is perfectly evident that people with horses 
are running them at a heavy loss.”

Mr. SEAN T. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Dublin, 
South) said that in the Budget statement all 
the big issues confronting the country were 
disposed of by ignoring them. The Minister 
had said that he had balanced his Budget 
with a surplus of £14,000, but anyone knew 
that actually there was a deficit of £1,500,000, 
which consisted of £1,080,000 represented as 
abnormal expenditure, and the remainder de- 
scribed as an allowance for over-estimation. 
He did not think the position of the country 
was going to be helped by hiding its true 
financial condition in that way. 

As to the favourable credit position of 
which the Minister spoke, one might ask 
whether or not that position had been won at too 
great a cost. The announcement that a five 
million loan was to be raised created a serious 
issue. It might have been possible to get the 
money as cheaply as another country could. 
The President and the Minister for Justice 
were conspiring to represent the state of 
affairs here to be other than what it was. In 
view of that, did the Minister for Finance 
think that his Government were as likely 
to get a loan on as favourable terms as they 
would have got it. : 

INCREASING SALARIES. 

In regard to the Ministry of Fisheries, it 
was actually proposed to increase the salaries 
ie to its officials, but was reducing by a 
arger sum the «mount proposed to be spent 
on fishery development. They were spendin 
lis. 9d. per head on the Army. They thall 
make up their minds that at, most, £1,000,000 
should be spent on that force. They were 
spending 13s. 1d. to meet the requirements of 
law and justice as compared with 5s.

Mr. BLYTHE replied that it was not. 

Mr. LEMASS went on to say that of the 
752 applications made under the Trade Loans 
Act only eighteen received a State guarantee. 
The machinery of the Act as a method of 
stimulating industrial activity in this country 
was utterly inadequate. 

Mr. HUGH A. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said 
that the taxpayer had a real right to know 
definitely how much he was called upon to 
pay to the State in income tax, and what were 
‘he exact reliefs, payments and adjustments to 
which he was entitled. He welcomed the 
Minister’s promise to wipe out the complexi- 
ties of the income tax law. 

In his opinion, the Revenue Commissioners 
gathered in a great deal of money to which, 
in strict law, they were not entitled, and it 
was taken from people who were not able to 
bear the loss—people who were below the 
level of liability to income tax, such 
as old ladies, who were too bewildered to 
know how to get it paid back to them. 

Another matter of importance was the case 
of the smail farmer who made a loss on the 
year’s working of his land. Such a person 
was entitled to a set-off of his loss against 
the assessment on another account of his. 
The whole system was difficult to understand, 
and he would like the Minister to say 
whether something more could not be done 
to enable the income taxpayer to know where 
he stood. 


TREATMENT OF VISITORS. 

Then there was the question of the treat- 
ment of visitors to our shores, who rented a 
house and remained for several months or 
years. Something ought to be done te give 
such people an assurance beforehand that 
they would not be held liable for income tax 
as residents. It was not exactly a question 
of what amount of money they would have 
to pay, but the fact that they did not know 
what they would be called upon to pay. © 

Mr. M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said 
that the control over taxation was too power- 
ful and too easy to manipulate. Income tax 
had the effect of destroying industries im 
this country. Direct taxation was altogether 
in excess of indirect taxation, and an effort 
should be made so to adjust it that it 
would eventually add to production. He 
pleaded for more consideration for the farmer 
and the agricultural community.

The increase in the bank clearances showed 
that the country was not in a state of decay.

If a fixed sum were assessed 
on a visitor, as was done in France, it would 
be to the advantage of the people of this 
country and to the revenue. 

Mr. E. CAREY (Government, Cork E.) 
said that the Government would be wise in 
reducing the duty on beer. 

“ARCHAIC AND COMPLEX.” 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said that 
he was glad to see that there was common 
ground amongst all the members of the 
House that the method in which income tax 
was operating in the Free State was both 
archaic and complex. He was glad to see 
that the members of the Government Party 
had shown a ce-tain amount of individuality 
in the matter, and hoped that as a result of 
the debate the Minister for Finance would 
realise that a change was necessary if the 
cuuntry was to show any progress. Last 
year they had the Inter-Departmenta] In. 
come Tax Committee considering the matter. 
but this Committee was composed of income 
tax extractors and the payers had no repre- 
sentative. He believed that with the co- 
operation of the officials and the payers much 
more simple methods of collecting the tax 
would be devised. 

He contended that the 24,076,000 in con 
the Shannon scheme was 
wrongly claimed by the Minister as an asset, 
and said that the expenditure of this money 
would not cheapen the price of electricity in 
Dublin or Cork—the two places to which the 
Government jooked for the largest consump- 
tion. In a few years the price of electricity 
had been reduced in Dublin from eightpence 
to fourpence per unit, and this year, if the 
Electricity Supply Board had not taken over 
the plant, the price would, he believed, have 
been driven down to ód. per unit, a price 
for which the Shannon scheme could not 
supply current. 

As far as Cork was concerned, the current 
from the Shannon scheme could not be de- 
livered at the transformer station outside 
the city at the price that current was de- 
livered at the low tension switchboard with 
the steam plant in operation there. 

A MYSTERIOUS INVESTMENT. 

Did the £9,350,000 assets referred to in the 
Budget statement contain the money that 
went into the glass bottle factory, or into 
another scheme which he would not allude 
to at the moment? Had any of it gone into 
the gramaphone shares in which the Go- 
vernment was unconsciously an investor?

MR. BLYTHE ON THE 


TOTALISATOR. 
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COMMITTEE CONSIDERING 


THE BETTING ACT. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in replying, said that 
Deputy MacEntee had indicated that, in his 
opinion, the shrinkage of revenue was likely 
to continue in the future as in the past. He 
could not follow the Deputy’s figures until 
he saw them in print, but he had the 
figures of the stamp duty, and they showed 
that there was no indication at all of any 
substantial decline for several years in re- 
spect to them. There were many factors 
that, caused fluctuations in the revenue from 
stamp duties, such as the fall in the price 
of houses, and the fact that duty might 
come in on a particular day and be included 
in one year instead of another. 

With regard to death duties. there were 
factors which caused an apparent fluctua- 
tion. In so far as the figures were any in- 
dication at all of the true position they 
showed an upward trend. 

With regard to the burden of taxatior: 
and the figure of national income, he thought 
that figures of national income were of very 
little value except, perhaps, for showing 
movements in conditions. There were eie 
ments of guess in the calculation of nationai 
income, and the variations could be ex- 
tremely wide. In any case they had ne 
figure of national income in the Free State, 
and if they had it would be of no value in 
relation to the levying of taxation. The 
Deputy himself had indicated that no less 
important than the amount of the taxation 
was the use to which it was put. 

Reference had been made to the falling 
proportion of direct taxation, but that was 
mainly due to the fact that there were ex 
ceptional items in the way of arrears of 
income tax for some years, in the yield of 
direct taxation in the earlier years, aud 
also to the fact that income tax was at a 
high rate. It would not be possible to give 
an allowance, as Mr. Anthony suggested, of 
one-sixth off incomes less than £208, anid 
not to give to those whose income was over 
that sum. ‘The increase in the allowance 
for children should really be the first thing 
they would do in connection with increased 
allowances. 

He had not had time to consider the 
recommendations of the Betting Committee, 
and he had not considered the condition of 
racecourse executives since last year. His 
view was that as the whole matter of the 
Betting Act was being examined by the Com- 
mittee it was just as well to defer any re- 
consideration of the position until they had 
the report of the Committee, and then deal 
with the whole matter at once. 

He was not at ai! influenced by anything 
that had been said on the operation of the 
betting tax in England, because from the first 
announcement of the conditions in which it 
was put on in England he realised that it 
would inevitably fail. 

BETTING TAX NOT THE CAUSE. 

He had no ground fur believing that the 
condition of Irish racing would be righted 
by the remission of the betting tax on the 
course. The cause of the trouble was, he 
thought, deeper perhaps than the betting tar 
He had hoped that before this the Committee 
of the Turf Club and other interests would 
have succeeded in installing the Totalisator. 
He undertook to that Committee that he was 
willing to issue a licence to them, and, if 
necessary, to come to the Dail for the re- 
enactment as a permanent bill of the clause of 
the Betting Act which authorised the 
Totalisator. The Committee apparently had 
not been able to make up their mind as to 
the type of Totalisator to be used, but in any 
case nothing had been done. 

He had always said that he would not agree 
to the Totalisator having a monopoly of bet- 
ting, and if a tax was taken off the Totalisator 
he did not think it would be possible to leave 
the “ bookies’’ free of tax. If the bookmaker 
was left free of tax he did not want to be met 
later with a demand that the Totalisator 
should be left free of tax. The whole question 
would require further consideration. . 

}.2 thought there was something in the 
suggestion of Deputy Lemass that they should 
not allow for over-estimation, but should carry 
over any surplus to the relief of the following 
year, and probably that matter could be 
arranged some time in that way; but in any 
case no excessive amount had been allowed 
for over-estimation. 

CAPITAL EXPENDITURE. 

Dealing with the question of capital ex- 
penditure, he said that the real difficulty 
was to find schemes which were fully economic 
or nearly so. Drainage schemes in most cases 
were from 50 per cent. to 90 per cent. un- 
economic, and there was no doubt that all the 
good drainage schemes had been done. The 
same remark as to being uneconomic applied 
to reclamation, while he regarded forestry as 
being half economic. Such schemes for 
capital ex nditure as the Shannon Scheme 
were not Jorthcoming. So far as helping in- 
dustry by supplying State capital was con- 
cerned, it would he altogether one 7 ow 
interests of such firms as might apply if the 
State were to take all the risks. i, 

‘hey were, generally speaking, simplifying 
the income tax code. It was a big work for 
which they had not had in the past sufficient

They should now 
look to what could be done by creating a 
defence force within the present limit, such 
as they were now trying to evolve. He had 
not all the fears of the opposite side of 
aggreesion from outside, but, apart from any 
question of internal disturbance, he was 
satisfied that, for the security of the country 
and for the preservation of the rights of the 
people, and to prevent these rights being 
ignored, and tu prevent the country’s intereste 
being ignored by outsiders on some future 
occasion they should have an Army here that 
would be a formidable organ of defence if 
the country was subject to aggression. 

As regards the police force, he did not 
believe that any reduction could be made in 
its cost’ in the future, as the increments 
falling due to young members would counter- 
balance any savings got by a falling-off in 
numbers. While it would be possible, he 
hoped to get some further reduction in ex- 
penditure, that reduction would not he such 
as’to enable big schemes of new social ser- 
vices to be undertaken without new taxation.

LAND COMMISSION DEBATE. 


The debate was resumed on the Vote for 
the Land Commission. 

Mr. HUGH LAW drew attention to the 
law costs and other expenses incurred in 
Land Commission processes. He was not 
seeking to defend people who could pay 
their annuities, but did not do so. Thev 
were a scourge to their neighbours, and 
deserved to he penalised, but there was such 
a thing as sickness and misfortune, and it 
was a pity that people who could not pay 
for that, reason should be put to the expense 
of paying costs entirely disproportionate to 
the amount due. He suggested that the 
Parliamentary Secretary should make a 
serious endeavour to se2 whether it was 
possible to minimise the evil. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
there was no justification for the reduction 
by £150,000 of the vote for improvements on 
estates. It had been established that 80 
per cent. of the moneys allocated for this ser- 
vice went out in wages, while 20 per cent. 
went for purchase of materials for the erec- 
tion of the houses built on those estates. 

Mr. NALLY (Government, Mayo 8.) asked 
if the Land Commission would refund to the 
tenants the money paid by them in lieu of 
rent in excess of the annuities 

Mr. ANTHONY supported the motion that 
the vote be referred back, In his view 
sufficient attention had not been paid to the

Mr. E. CAREY thought that the claims of 
the agricultural labourers ought, to be con- 
sidered. Many of them were the sons of 
evicted tenants, and some of them were 
financially able to take over land

USEFUL ASSOCIATION. 

“ We are very, very hard up; there is only 
enough money to carry on until June,’’ the 
Countess of Fingall said yesterday when pre- 
siding at a meeting of the Committee of the 
Soldiers’, Sailors’ and Airmen’s Families’ As- 
sociation, at 35 Dawson street, Dublin. 
Different projects were discussed for bring- 
ing money into the badly-depleted coffers of 
this Association, which has worked hard for 
many years for the dependents of ex-Service 
men. ‘J‘hose who benefit from this—the oldest 
body of its kind—are the families of soldiers 
and sailors who, for different reasons, cannot 
legitimately get aid from any of the other 
sources usually open to ex-Service claims, On 
the other hand, most of the bodies devoted 
to helping ex-Service men and their depen- 
dents have more than one steady source of 
income apart from public contributions, The 
Soldiers’, Sailors’ and Airmen’s Families’ As- 
sociation reccives no share of the Poppy Day 
proceeds, and is entirely dependent on the 
money collected from supporters and the help 
it gets trom the London headquarters. 

Among possible ways of getting funds, it

A dance in Kingstown during Regatta Week, 
bridge and tennis tournaments, and other en- 
tertainments, were also suggested 

The Clothing Section of the Association pro- 
vides a certain amount Of income, as well as 
employment for the women who apply for 
help. Some excellent work is turned out by 
them, and in several cases women who started 
work in the sewing room at 35 Dawson street 
have shown such ability that they were able 
to set up independently, and others found 
posts as ladies’ maids. 

Supporters of the Association can become 
members of the Clothing Section by giving 
an annual subscription of a shilling and two 
garments. A number of the products of 
the workroom was on view yesterday, and 
reflected yreat credit on the industry and 
ingenuity of the workers. During the past 
year fourteen widows and dependents of 
soldiers had steady employment in the work- 
room. 1,198 garments were distributed to 
deserving cases. Contributions of money 
and clothing (new or secondhand) will be 
very welcome to the organisers.

AN ASSOCIATION OF | 
GRADUATES. 


NATIONAL UNIVERSITY 
MEN TAKE ACTION. 


At a dinner of graduates of the National 
University of Ireland, held in the Gresham 
otel, Dublin, last night, it was decided to 
establish a National University Graduates’ 
Association. There was a very large attend- 
ance, representative of on - of the 
University Colleges of blin, Cork and 


Galway. 
THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. A. J. Cox, solicitor, who presided, said 
that for a long time it had been felt that 
there should be an association for the gradu- 
ates of the National University, such as ex- 
isted for almost every other University. A 
provisional committee was formed and, as it 
was desirable to have the approval of a 
considerable body of graduates, it was de- 
cided to hold the present dinner to discuss 
the formation of an association of graduates, 
and take steps to form it. It was hoped 
that if the Association was formed that 
Dublin, Cork and Galway would equally take 
part in it. 

They all knew the difficulty that there was 
for ex-students of the University who wished 
to get into touch with other graduates of 
their University. In other Universities this 
want was met by an Association which gave 
opportunities for occasional social meetings, 
for dinners, dances, or other occasions of a 
like nature. From such an Association it 
might also be hoped that very rapidly a club 
for graduates of the National University 
would evolve. : 

_ THE RESOLUTION. 

Proposing the resolution, “‘ That an asso- 
ciation of graduates of the National Uni 
versity be formed,” Dr. H. Kennedy said 
that he had very happy feelings about the 
future of the proposed organisation. A 
social organisation, such as was proposed. 
would enable them all to recaptrre come 
of the spirit of the care-free oniversity days 
It would do a Jot of good if they had a 
centre here in Dublin where they could fore- 


gather. 
A SOCIAL CLUB. 

Surgeon McAuley, in seconding the motion. 
said that he hoped that it world be move 
than a mere association, meeting at long 
intervals. He wanted it ie bear | 
tion, to have a club as headquarters where 
graduates of all the constituent colleges o! 
the National University could bring their 
friends, confident that they would find there 
a congenial atmosphere and probably many 
pic shared their classes in their student 
uVvs. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., said that the 
National University had the right to claim 
that it was the University of Ireland, fitted 
to educate the native for careers in his own 
country. There were present that night 
graduates with varied ideas as to the best 
wav in which to develop their country, but 
above all they were of a common stock and 
gra‘luates of the same university. 

He believed that the org ‘nisation proposed 
would do a lot of good not only to themselves 
but to their country. 


ORGANISING THE ASSOCIATION. 

Dr. T. Bodkin, Director of the National 
Gallery, proposed that the existing Com- 
mittee be asked to organise the Association, 
with power to co-opt three more members. 
He thought that a fine club could be formed 
from the Association, and that in doing so 
they would be doing a good service to 
themselves, to their University and to their 
country.

The Committee includes 
unprejudiced economists, and is in no 
way pledged to the defence of racing 
interests. On the strength of ‘‘ convincing 
evidence’ it finds that the tax is working 
grave harm to the horse-breeding industry 
and ought to be withdrawn. 

The Betting Committee produced this 
interim report because it had hoped— 
naturally, as we think—that its urgént 
recommendation would influence Mr. 
Blythe’s Budget proposals. Foreseeing a 
reply that the Exchequer could not 
dispense with the turn-over tax on race- 
course betting, it suggested an alternative 
tax on the bookmakers who operate 
there. Rather curtly, however, Mr. 
Blythe waves the Committee aside, and 
refuses to allow himself to be hurried. 
I e said yesterday that he must have time 
to consider the betting problem as a 
whole, especially in regard to the forth- 
coming introduction of the totalisator. 
His intention is to await the Betting 
Committee’s final report, and then to take 
action “at once.” In these two words 
there is a certain measure of comfort ; yet 
the Government's unreadiness to saíe- 
guard a vital industry is not merely dis- 
appointing, but dangerous. Indeed, we 
cannot suppose that Mr. Blythe is minded 
to postpone financial reform (which must 
involve social reform) until the Budget 
of 1930. At present, whether we consider 
the situation economically or morally, he 1s 
making the worst of both worlds. Betting 
on horses is an insuppressible instinct. 
A wise Government, realising that it 
cannot be extinguished, would try to 
control it in such fashion ag would put 


the maximum check on social and mesal

abuses, and would harness this human 
weakness to the State’s financial and 
economic needs. On the one hand, how- 
ever, the Free State Government has 
legalised among the poorer classes an un- 
restrained system of gambling which does 
immense harm and benefits no industry. 
On the other, it penalises those who can 
afford to bet, harries Irish raciffy, and 
thus throws a heavy brick through the 
shop window that is an essential asset of 
the great industry of horse-breeding. A 
continuance of these perverse conditions 
for another year would be a most lament- 
able thing. The Joint Committee’s final 
report ought to be followed by immediate 
legislation for the removal of the tax on 
race-course betting and for the reform of 
the betting shops. 


Subsidies and Tariffs. 


The Economic Committee which was 
appointed by President Cosgrave to 
investigate conditions in the Free State 
has issued its first interim reports, deal- 
ing with the proposals to subsidise the 
production of home-grown wheat and to 
impose a tariff on imported flour. This 
Committee was constituted virtually on 
party lines, with Messrs. McGilligan and 
Hogan on one side of the table and Messrs. 
de Valera and Lemass on the other; 
and nobody will be surprised to find 
Mr. de Valera and his friends, together 
with the Labour nominees, in direct 
opposition to the majority. The majority 
report rejects the suggestion of a wheat 
subsidy, for which, it declares, there is 
no justification, either from the point of 
view of the farmer or from that of the 
nation as a whole. Several reasons are 
adduced for this decision. In the first 
place, the report admits candidly that 
one of the fundamental difficulties 
Irish wheat production is the climate, 
is unsuited to the growing of 
The Irish farmer, who knows his 
ow» business, relies for his chief cereal 
crop on oats, and to a less extent on

should be so high as to cost a prohibitive 
sum to the State, would not succeed. 
Furthermore, if the Government should 
subsidise wheat, it would be required to 
give some equivalent benefit to those 
farmers whose land is not suitable for 
wheat-growing. Equally convincing reasons 
are given by the majority for its refusal 
to reverse the Tariff Commission’s rejec- 
tion of a duty on imported flour. Mr. 
de Valera and his friends, in their 
minority report, present a diametrically 
opposite point of view. 

We welcome these reports from Mr. 
Blythe’s committee; for they will help to 
convince the people of the Free State that 
Fail’s policy of tariffs’ and 
subsidies on this, that, and the other com- 
modity is utterly unsound. Every argu- 
ment that has been made against the 
proposal to subsidise wheat and to impose 
a tariff on flour applies with equal 
strength to the majority of existing 
tarifis. With very few exceptions Mr. 
Blythe’s import duties have been failures. 
Many of the articles on which they 
have been placed are necessaries of life, 
and the main effect of their imposition has 
been to increase the cost of living to the 
farmer, thus to heighten his cost of pro- 
duction, and finally to handicap him in 
the British market. Here and there a few 
hundred additional workers have been em- 
ployed, but their cost to the general con- 
sumer is out of all proportion to the 
economic benefit which their employment 
brings to the country. Subsidies, being 
tariffs in thin disguise, are equally harm- 
ful. When will the people of the Free State 
realise that artificial aids to prosperity 
never are likely todo them any good? While 
politicians are clamouring for protection, 
the farmers, on whose industry the whole 
life of the nation depends, are struggling 
to maintain their position in the British 
market. Now that the English and 
Northern Irish farmers are being relieved 
of 75 per cent. of their rates, the Free 
State producers’ position will be more 
dificult than ever. No farmer seeks 
tariffs. What is wanted, and wanted 
badly, is concentration on agricultural 
needs—on the provision of proper trans- 
port services and the reduction of the 
cost of living.

Protection of Game. 


On the last day of May last year the 
[rish Game Protection Association received 
an assurance Írom the Free State Minister 
for Justice that a bill was about, to be 
drafted for the better preservation of game 
in the twenty-six counties. We observed 
on the following day that such a bill ought 
to put an end to the system by which, 
as at present, different counties have 
different close seasons. We said that duck, 
teal, woodcock and snipe were essentially 
game, and that the preservation laws ought 
to be extended to include them. We re- 
marked that a rest of two years in the 
shooting of partridges and pheasants was 
necessary for the restocking of the de- 
pleted countryside; we suggested that the 
shooting of partridge before October 1st 
should be*forbidden, and we appealed for 
the strengthening of the hands of the 
Civic Guard in the suppression of poach- 
ing. The bill promised last year was 
introduced ir Dáil Eireann on Wednesday, 
and its provisions are made public to-day. 
We are glad to find that all the provisions 
which we suggested are included in the 
pRoposed measure. Common close seasons

partridge is extended to the close of 
September.

Excellent, too, is the pro- 
posal that all persons licensed to carry shot 
guns shall b empowered to require that 
others whom they find carrying shot guns 
shall exhibit their licence ; for by such a 
provision the detection of poachers would 
be made easier. Another proposal tending 
to arrest the poacher’s industry is the 
requirement of a-licence to dea] in game. 
The bill obviously has been drawn up in 
close accord with the advice, of the Irish 
Game Protection Association, and its rapid 
passage into law ought to be the concern 
of all persons. who respect the country’s 
sporting, social and commercial interests.

Heligoland. 


Heligoland, according to reports 
received in Berlin, is discontented -with, 
its lot. Until 1890 this little island, 
called “Holyland,” was a British posses- 
sion. It was then cedéd by Lord 
Salisbury’s Government to Germany in 
exchange for Zanzibar. How imperial 
Germany fortified that little island, 
rendering it verily an island of iron, and 
used it as the bastion of the naval forti- 
fications of Kiel, is fresh in the world’s 
memory. — By the Treaty of Versailles 
Germany was obliged, not to cede Heligo- 
land, but to dismantle its armament 
and even the dyke which protected the 
crumbling island shores from the sea, 
Last summer so much coastal injury had 
been recorded that the building of a 
concrete sea-wall was begun; bit the 
Government of Prussia, finding the under- 
taking extremely costly, suspended the 
work before the winter. It is said that 
many houses near the cliffs: now stand in 
constant jeopardy. Recently 3,400 
indignant islanders assembled and 
denounced the Prussian authorities. 
“ Britannia Rules the Waves” was sung 
with gusto “in a broad German accent.” 
The discontented iolk seemed to believe 
that Britain could be induced to resume 
sovereignty over the island, and that 
British ruie would produce a strong sea- 
wall and renewed prosperity. It is a 
vain hope. for better or worse, Heligo- 
land is German.

THE KING’S RETURN 
TO HEALTH. 


BILI. SIGNED WITH HIS 
OWN HAND. 


The Press Association's Lobby Cor- 
respondent states that a further indica- 
tion of the King’s remarkable recovery 
was afforded in the House of Lords last 
night. Since the beginning of His 
Majesty's illness, bills that required the 
Royal Assent have been signed by Coun- 
sellors of State. 

By virtue of an ancient ceremonial, 
when a bill has passed both Houses of 
Parliament, it is submitted to the King 
for his assent. He then issues his Royal 
Commission authorising the appointed 
Commissioners to declare his assent to 
the Act, and the document is read in the 
House of Lords. Its quaint phraseology 
concludes with the words: “ By the King, 
signed with his own hand.” 

During His Majesty's illness all Royal 

Commissions have concluded with the 
words, “Signed by the Counsellors of 
State.”’ 
Last night, when there was a return to 
the usual wording in connection with the 
Army and Air Force (Annual) Act, how- 
ever, it became known for the first time 
that the King had returned to such a 
condition of good health that he was able 
once more to sign his name. A ceremony 
usually so formal was thus transformed 
into a happy assurance of the steady 
convalescence of His Majesty. 


HOWTH’S NEW ART 
CLAY. 


A PEEP INTO A MODELLER’S 
STUDIO, 


By Our Specia CorRESPONDENT. 

The discovery of clay at Howth that has 
proved suitable for modelling opens up pos- 
sibilities of a thriving little handicraft for 
the Dublin neighbourhood. Hitherto most 
of the clay used here for pottery has come 
from across the Channel. Even the clay from 
which the ‘‘ dudheens " are made is procured 
from South Devon. The Howth clay has the 
additional merit of yielding shades not yet 
scen in pottery—reddish brick tints and rosy 
colours, very pleasant to the eye. ; 

In the School of Art in Kildare street, 
where experiments with the clay have been 
carried- out, various dainty ornamental o)- 
jects are to be seen as the result, chiefly 
little pots and jars and candlesticks. : 

Miss Kathleen Cox, who has competed suc- 
cessfully three times for the Taylor Scholar- 
Ship in modelling, showed me some of her 
work yesterday, and explained the various 
processes through which the mounds of clay 
of diverse shades are turned at last into 
glazed and tinted objects of use and beauty. 

When talking with her about this work of 
hers, many things that had been vague to 
me assumed slightly more definite shane. 
Sculpture and modelling are probably hidden 
more from the man or woman in the street 
than are any of their sister arts. For one 
reason there are fewer devotees and there 
are virtnally no-‘mock devotees: it is a whole- 
hog business or nothing. The dilettante 
writer or painter can carry his notehook and 
pencil or his box of painting materials any: 
where, but the sculptor or modeller is nailed 
to his studio; he cannot set up all the fixtures 
necessary to him just- anywhere, n®r‘can his 
clay or other medium be dumped anywhere 
and left to itself; it has to he kept at the 
proper stage of dampness. These facts help 
to keep the number of artists in this line 
confined to genuine enthusiasts, with a de. 
finite reason for the faith that is in them. 


THE ELEMENT OF CHANCE. 

There is an element of chance about’ model. 
ling that adds to its charm. Handling the 
Clay is full of surprises. Writers speak of 
plots that get out of hand, running away with 
the author, and following a route that arrives 
at, a goal far from his first idea. It appears 
that modelling behaves in a similar way; clay 
appears to have claims. to that much-abused 
word, temperament; and, when it is handled 
by the temperamental! artist, results may be 
achieved that were not “ according to plan.” 
| The glaze implies even more sporting risks. 

Shades of colour often emerge, apparently by 
' sheer accident, and, ií they meet with 
i approval, are often hard to repeat with any 

measure of exactitude. 

The studio where Miss Taylor is engaged or 
i; her model of “ Pity ’’—the subject set for this 
year's Taylor Scholarship—is full of ‘mystery 
and interest ‘for the visitor. Figtres and 
groups, in various stages of completion, stand 
i about in ghostly array; models in clay and 
plaster of portions of the human body dangle 
in en manner from hooks on the wall, 
or lie on shelves as if tossed there from the 
operating table; here and there lie small 
objects wrapped in cloth, suggesting, yn their 
vague vwutlines, bodies of new-born babes. 
Miss Cox’s casual remark that sometimes, in 
moments of unusual working frenzy and en- 
thusiasm, the whole place and its motley col- 
lection of objects seems to her to come to life, 
was fraught for me with nightmare possi- 
bilities. 

A small collection of the products of the 
modelling class in the School of Art can be 
seen in the Irish Art Industries establishment 
in Dawson street, including a few little jars 
made of the Howth clay. Its window recent! 
contained a rather intriguing exhibit which 
induced me to make inquiries about it, when 
I found that it had been sent over from the 
School of Art. This exhibit was in morose 
_ and effective contrast to the gay tweeds that 

surrounded it. It was apparently a death- 

mask, dead white and sardonic, with a wholly 

incongrous dimple in the chin. The other 

specimens from the modelling school are more 
_ likely to find purchasers, 


many notable entertainments.

THE CONCLUSIONS. 

The conclusions of the majority report 
are summed up as follows :— 

We do not contend that the area of 
wheat grown in the year 1928, that is to 
say, 31.80 acres, represents what should 
be grown. It is admitted that special 
dificulties, arising out of soil and climate. 
apply to the growing of wheat, and the 


trend of prices during the last half cen. 
turn has been, against wheat as compared 
with any of the other products of Irish 


acriculture. 

‘On the whole, wheat pays the average 
farmer less than any other crop. In 1928 
there were 648,615 acres of oats, 129.09? | 
acres of barley, 363.814 acres of potatoes, 
73.983 acres of mange]s and turnips. and 


ov 31,359 acres of wheat grown in the 


country, These figures represent the 
relative positions over a great number of 
years. 

We believe that increased areas of 
barley, potatoes, mangels or turnips 


crown in the vear 1928 could. be grown 


with profit. While many farmers are 
making more money out of grass farming 
than they could make out of mixed farm 
ing, it is demonstrable that the farrrers 
who are making most money are those 
who do mixed farming and till: a much. 
higher percentage of their land than the 


average 
NO CASE FOR SUBSIDY. 

These farmers are the minority . . 
and the problem is to help the majority 
to develop their agricultural economy. 
There is ample room for a substantial 
increase in the area under these crops. 

There appears to be no case fora subsidy 
fur wheat. In so far as a subsidy woul? 
bring about any increase, the same subsidv 
would -bring about a bigger increase in the 
production of any other commercial crop 
than it would in the case of wheat. 

We hold that direct subsidies for com. 
mercial crops would be a wasteful and in- 
effective method of encouraging increase 
tillage. In the main, they would be paid 
by the farmers themselves, they would be 
very costly to administer, and to a great 
extent they would result in the substitu- 
tion of one crop for another rather than in 
increased tillage. 

It has been argued that in the event of 
un prolonged interruption of shipping 
services with Great Britain this country 
would find itself in a serious predicament 
as a result of an acute shortage of food. 
and that an increase in wheat: production 
would serve as an insurance... In ovr 
opinion, in such a state of affairs, the real 
problem would not be ‘to get food into the 
country, but rather to get at least some 
proportion of our surplus food exported, 
and to get it paid for. 

IF SUPPLIES WERE CUT OFF. 

An interruption of shipping betveen this 
country and Great Britain would have 
only very slight and very temporary effects 
on our wheat supply. We can and do get 
wheat from other countries, such &s 


Canada, the Argentine, Australia and the | 


United States. Tf we were cut off not «nly 
from Great Britain, but from the rest of 
the world, though we would find ourselves 
immediately short of certain foods, such 
as wheat, tea and sugar—to take a 
‘ew examples -nevertheless, apart from 
seasonal variations in supplies, we would 
still have an enormous surplus of cattle. 
sheep, poultry, butter, .eggs, oats, end 
about thirty te forty per cent. more pigs 
and baeon than we required. ° 

People would find it necessary to do 

wifhont certain articles of food to which 

had become accustomed, bnt, so. far 
irom there being starvation, there would 
he a surplus of these important foodstuffs, 
and. if it were thought desirable, there 
could be a very considerable quantity of 
vheat produced within the country after 
one vear. 

We have come. therefore, to the con- 
clusion that from! the point of view either 
of the farmer or of the nation there is uo 
justifestion for any subsidy for wheat. 

TARIFF ON FLOUR. 

lí a tariff were imposed on flour im- 

ported into Saorstat Eireann, the majority 
report declares, one of the consequences 
would be the setting up of at least one 
will here by those at present engaged in 
the milling industry in Great Britain.

It is nat impossible, in fact, that the 
erection. and: equipment of new mills and 
the concentration of the industry in a very 
small number of units might result in an 
actual reduction in the number employed. 

That the price of flour would tmncrease 
as a result of the imposition of a Customs 
duty seems to be inevitable.

Mr. Flinn (Fianna Fail) suggested that 
an inquiry should be made into income 
tax, not merely from the point of view 
of the Revenue, but from the point of 
view of the taxpayer. 


MR. BLYTHE’S REPLY. 


Mr. Rlythe closed the debate. Briefly, 
he said that he did not anticipate any 
future shrinkage in the revenue.

MILEIONATRE’S WIFE 
LOSES HER JEWELS.

A collection of jewellery, of the esti 
mated value of £50,000, was reported to 
the police yesterday to have been stolen 
from the Hyde Park Hotel, London, W.

LINER DELAYED FOR FOUR

The Cunsrder Antonia, homeward bound 
from New York and Halifax, arrived at 
(Jueenstown yesterday, nearly four days 
behind her scheduled time, and disem 
barked sixteen passengers before proceed 
ing to Liverpool. The Antonia’s. delay 
was caused by fog and an extensive field 
of icebergs off the North American coast.

ipperary, stated last night that all went 
well until the liner was some forty eight 
hours out of Halifax, when the ship was 
enclosed by a horseshoe of ice.

IRISH. 


WHAT IT COSTS THE 
FREE STATE. 


MR. BLYTHE’S 
REPLY, 


ESTIMATED ABOUT 
£100,000. 


A long statement on the cost of com. 
pulsory Irish was made by Mr. Blythe 
in the Dail yesterday. 

Mr. Blythe did not give a grand total 
for the various figures. Under some 
heads he was unable to apportion an 
exact sum, but excluding these, it wou'd 
appeer that compulsory Irish is costing 
the Free State about £100,000 a year. 

Mr. J. © Cole (Ind., Cavan) asked the 
Minister for Finance if he would state the 
estimated total annual cost to the taxpayers 
and the ratepayers of the steps which had 
been taken by the Government to make 
Saorstat Eireann an Irish-speaking State, in- 
cluding :— " 

(a) The annual cost of teaching the Irish 
language in primary and secondary schools 
the universities; 

(b) [The annual cost of translatin 
printing official documents in the Iris 
guage ; 

(c) The various annual grants in aid of 
the Irish language; and 

(d) Other annual expenditures in the 
revival of the Irish language 

Mr. Blythe said—An estimated sum 
of £27,000, the proceeds of a special rate 
not exceedifig one penny in the pound, 
under the. Local Government (‘lemporary 
Provisions) Act, 1923, is devoted by 
County and Borough Councils for the 
provision of instruction in Irish under 
Committees of Technical Instruction. 
This is the only ascertainable figure of 
exnenditure falling upon the ratepayers | 
in respect of the service referred to in 
the question.

“From the above there should be sub- 
tracted a growing sum in respect of the 
receipts from sales of Irish text books 
and publications, which in the current 
year are estimated to reach £750.

“I come finally to the cost of recruit 
ing and training the primary teachers of 
the future. It is admitted that, at the 
change of Government, the old monitoria]l 
system had broken down, and a revision 
was necessary. On educationa] grounds 
alone it was thought essential that candi- 
dates for the teaching profession. should 
have had the advantage of a full 
secondary education, and that good mate. 
rial should -not be excluded because of 
inability on account of economic or other 
circumstances to undergo such instruc. 
tion. 

RESIDENTIAL SCHOOLS. 

“These considerations alone would 
have led to the establishment of resi 
dential secondary schools, or, at least, of 
a system of scholarships on a large scale 
Ire ones to the present pupil system, 
which proceeds side by side with prepara 
tory colleges. The colleges wére estab 
lished to meet this state of affairs, and, 
‘with the additional] objects of giving the 
pupils a thorough training in the national 
language to make them as fit in future 
to teach in Irish as their predecessors

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PRESERVATION 
OF GAME. 


FREE STATE BILI. 


SPECLAL PROTECTION 
ORDERS, 


A. 


The new Free State Game Preservation 
Bill, which was introduced in the Dail last 
Wednesday, is intended to make better 
provision for the preservation of game, and 
for that purpose to make provision for the 
contro] of game dealers and for incidental 
matters conducive’ to the preservation of 
game. The word ‘‘game"’ includes hares 
and leverets, as well as game birds, and 
under “game birds” are included 
pheasant, partridge, grouse, quail, land- 
rail, plover, snipe and woodcock ; and also 
mallard, teal, widgeon, and other species 
of wild duck. 

Close seasons for the various classes of 
game are specified in a schedule. and the 
first operative clause of the bill makes it 
a punishable offence to take or kill game 
during a close season. There is also pro- 
hibition against killing at night—that is, 
during the hours between one hour after 
sunset and one hour before sunrise— 
except as regards mallard, teal, widgeon, 
and other species of wild duck. 


SPECIAL PROTECTION. 


The Minister for Justice is given power 
to issue “protecticn orders,” prohibiting 
the killing of any particular species of 
game bird for a specified period not ex- 
ceeding one year, whenever he is satisfied 
that it is in special need of protection in 
the whole or any particular portion of the 
Free State. The prohibition may be con- 
tinued by ‘‘ continuation orders.” Every 
protection order and continuation order 
must be laid on the table. and either 
House may annul it by resolution. 

The bill gives power to the Minister to 
prohibit, either permanently or for any 
period, the killing or taking of hares in 
any particular county or part of a county, 
other than by coursing with not more than 
two dogs let loose in pursuit of hares, or 
hunting with a pack of harriers or of 
beagle hounds, in respect of which a hunt- 
ing permit has been issued by the 
Minister. 


EXEMPTIONS. i 


The taking of game by nets, traps or 
snares is prohibited, but the occupier of 
land is not prohibited from setting traps, 
snares or nets for the taking of rabbits on 
the land occupied by him. 

Exemption for the netting of hares for 
coursing purposes may be granted to 
recognised coursing clubs between the 15th 
August and the last day of February in 
any year; and a responsible officer of a 
recognised coursing club may purchase 
hares so taken for use by a coursing club. 

Special provision is made for owners 
and occupiers of land and persons having 
the exclusive right of shooting on any 
land, who may, with the permission of 
the Superintendent of the Guards, take 
alive pheasants, partridges or grouse at 
any time, by means of nets, solely for 
the purpose of increasing the number or 
improving the quality of these birds. 

The Bill makes it an offence to destroy 
“ — the eggs or nest of any game 

ird., 


PENALTIES. 


The penalty for a first offence under the 
foregoing part of the Bill is a fine not 
exceeding twenty pounds, and for a second 
offence £50, or, at the discretion of the 
Court of summary jurisdiction, imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding six months, 
or both fine and imprisonment. 

Proceedings for the prosecution of any 
offence under the Act may be instituted 
in the name of any person. 


GAME DEALERS. 


The second par! of the Bill deals with 
restrictions on tlie sale am! purchase of 
game. The sale of gane without licence 
is prohibited, except as regards a person 
selling game killed by himself on lands 
over which he has the right of shooting 
game. Game dealers’ licences are to be 
issued by District Justices to applicants, 
who must be satisfactory as regards them- 
selves and their premises. Licensed 
dealers must keep a register of all 
purchases and disposals of gaine. 


BAN ON EXPORTS. 


It will not be lawful for any person, 
save ‘with the permission of the local 
Superintendent of the Civic Guard, to 
export any partridge, pheasant or grouse 
during a period of two years from the 
passing of the Act or during any extension 
of the period, which may be ordered by 
the Minister 


GORSE-BURNING. 


It is made an offence for any person tv 
burn or destroy, between the first day of 
April and the 14th day of July in any 
year, gorse, 'furze whin, heath, fern, or 

reg-ling growing on any uncultivated 
Cot For this offence a fine not exceed- 
ing £10 is proposed. 


POWERS OF SEARCH. 


Civic Guards and other persons authorised 
by the Minister are empowered to stup 
and search any person conveying, or be- 
lieved to be conveying, game of any kind; 
to inspect game carried by such persons, 
to open and search any vehicle or package, 
and enter on any land for the purposes 
of search, and take possession of game 
suspected to have been illegally killed. 

Any holder of a firearm certificate may 
require any person whom he finds carrying 
a shotgun to produce his firearm certificate 
authorising the carrying of the shotgun. 
Refusal to produce such certificate will be 
an offence for which a fine not exceeding 
£5 is proposed.

WASHINGTON Thursday. 

The release for publication of the full text 
of the Notes exchanged between the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Canada in 
the matter of the sinking on March 22 of the 
Canadian schooner, I’m Alone, by a United 
States Coastguard cutter confirms the earlier 
report that the question wiil be submitted to 
arbitration in the manner provided by the 
arealy OIL January, LY. 

Two Commissioners, one a United States 
citizen and one a Canadian, will be named, 
and it was announced this morning that the 
former Secretary of State, Mr Frank B. 
Kellogg, has been chosen by the United States 
Government. 

CANADIAN CONTENTION. 
Much of the correspondence deals with the 
contlicting evidence and varying calculations 
of the position of the I’m Alone when first 
sighted by the coastguard cutter, Wolcott, as 
to which the first Canadian Note says :— 
There are reasons ‘of considerable force” 
for believing that the vessel was 
actually nearly fifteen miles from shore. 
Pursuit lasted for two days and two nights, 
far beyond the starting point, and the sinking 
took place over two hundred mules south 
ward in the open sea. ‘The question of the 
validity of the action of the United States 
under the Treaty of 1924 is thus introduced. 

THE RIGHT OF SEIZURE. 

It is added that the right of seizure con- 
ferred by Section 2, Article 11 of the Treaty 
may be admitted to carry with it construc- 
tively the right to exercise the minimum of 
force necessary to effect seizure, but even 
within the Treaty limit His Majesty's Go- 
vernment in Canada would be loth to admit 
that the phrase, ‘‘ A vessel may be seized 
and taken into a port of the United States,” 
would warrant action so drastic as the de- 
struction of the vessel; and still less does 
authority appear to be conferred for the 
destruction of the vessel by shell fire on the 
high seas, accompanied by loss of life, after a 
pursuit lasting two days. 


NICE MILITARY HORSE 
SHOW. 


IRISH ENTRANTS FARE 
BADLY. 


From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
NICE, Thursday. 

The Grand Priz de la Ville de Nice, to- 
day’s event in the Nice Military Horse Show, 
and the biggest event of the season, with 
prizes valued at 30,000 francs and a challenge 
cup, took place before an enormous crowd of 
spectators. The distance was 750 metres, 
with 17 jumps, varying in height from 1; 
metres to 13 metres. Seventy-nine competi- 
tors were entered for the event, but only 
three did a faultless round, 

The event was won by Captain Count 
Bettoni, of Italy, riding Alafino, who covered 
the course in 1 min. 42 secs. 

The Irish team again fared badly, two of 
their horses—Chuchulain and Tu Roe being 
on the sick list with strained tendons. 
Captain O’Dwyer, on Lismore, was penalised 
for one back-leg and one front-leg fault, which 
made six points against him, but he was out 
of the running, as his time was over two 
minutes. Captain Corry, on An Craoch 
Ruadh, also faulted three times, making nine 
points against him. His time was also over 
two minutes. Captain O’Dwyer, on Acushla, 
was penalised fifteen points, and Lieutenant 
Aherne, on Mac An Tolait, 24 points. 

Captain Corry made another round on 
Roisin Dubh, and was penalised ten points. 
His time in this round was 2 minutes 9 
seconds. He finally had a hard ride on 
Napoleon, who showed temper, knocking 
down two hurdles and refusing three times 
at, the bank. 

The jumping will finish on Sunday with 
the Coupe des Nations, run without a time- 
limit, for which the Irish team are favourites.

“For the reasons mentioned above 
it is clear that the apportionment 
of the cost of the preparatory colleges 
and the pupil teacher system is a 
controversial matter, in which there 
is room for difference of views, but 
is obvious that not more than a fraction 
of it should be set down to the Govern- 
ment’s Gaelicising policy. My personal 
view 1s that two-fifths would be a ftair 
proportion, and this would leave the final 


figures respectively at £13,330 and 
£19.816.” 


SIR IAN HAMILTON AND 
THE COMMISSION'S REPORT 


In proposing “The 29th Division,” at 
the Gallipoli Day dinner in T.ondon last 
night, Sir Tan Hamilton said that they 
might hope that the evidence given before 
the Royal Commission on the Dardanelles 
might, before long, be made public.

The progress of the R.A.F. monoplane, 
which is attempting to break the world’s 
“record ” for a long-distance non-stop 
flight, is set out above. 

The official report received late last 
night, that the monoplane passed over 
Bushire (on the Persian Gulf), just over 
3,000 miles from England, at 18.45 G.M.T. 
(7.45 p.m. British Summer Time), shows 
that the machine is well on her course and 
proceeding according to schedule. 

The airmen at that time had another 
two thousand miles to travel to Bangalore, 
and had been in the air for thirty-three 
hours, and their average speed was nearly 
one hundred miles per hour. If this speed 
is maintained for the rest of the journey, 
the airmen should arrive early this even- 
ing at their destination. 


KARACHI AT 6 A.M. TO-DAY. 
The Times Aeronautical Correspondent 
writes:—The average speed of the flight, 
based on the time the Fairey monoplane 
passed over Baghdad, was approximately 
96 miles an hour, and in the 27 hours of 
flight 2,600 miles had been covered. 
Karachi is the next point at which 
Squadron-Leader A. G. Jones-Williams 
and his companion, Flight-Lieutenant N. 
H. Jenkins, are likely to be reported, and, 
with a freshening wind along the Persian 
Gulf up to 35 miles an hour, news may 
come from the Royal Air Force Station at 
Karachi at any time about 6 a.m. (B.8.T.) 
to-day. 
The machine has about 1,700 miles to 
fly to reach Karachi, and as night fell 
along the Gulf at about 4 p.m. (B.S.T.) 
yesterday, the absence of further messages 
was only to be expected. 
The Fairey monoplane should fly into 
the dawn again at about 2 a.m. (B.S.T.), 
and, if all goes well, will be passing 
Karachi about 10 a.m. (Indian time). Then 
the pilots will decide, according to their 
physical condition and the quantity of fuel 
left, where their fina] destination can be, 
and, if it is Bangalore, they may be ex- 
pected there, assuming no sudden change 
in weather conditions, at about 4 p.m. 
(B.8.T.), or about 8.30 p.m. (Indian time). 


PREPARATIONS AT BANGALORE. 
There is, of course, an aerodrome at 
Bangalore, and every prepartion has been 
made for their arrival, which may be 
earlier than calculated, as the machine will 
now be flying light, and the pilots may ine 
crease the speed. 

While the airmen have to fly 5,300 miles 
to reach Bangalore, they will only be 
credited for record purposes with about 
5,000 miles. ‘This is due to the fact that 
they are not flying a great circle course, 
which would take them over Soviet 
territory. 

In such record-attempting flights as this, 
the distance is always measured over the 
great circle course, as that is the shortest 
possible route. The choice of Bangalore 
as the terminal point for the Rova] Air 
Force non-stop flight was partly dictated 
by the greater approximation of the 
actual route to be flown with the shortest 
possible route than would be obtained if 
other points in India had been selected. 


AEROPLANES FOR THE 
POPE. 


GIFT OF TWO LARGE 
MACHINES. 
From Oug Own CORRESPONDENT: 
ROME, Thursday- 

Confirming reports that the Vatican 
proposes to assure free and untrammelled 
communication with the outside world by 
the use of aviation, it is learned here 
that the Fiat Automobile Company has 
offered a gift of two big aeroplanes to His 
Holiness the Pope. They will be pre- 
sented to the Pontiff within a few weeks. 

These two machines will be used to 
carry mail, and also diplomatic per- 
sonages, so that travel to and from the 
Vatican City may be assured without 
touching Italian soil if so desired. Plans 
are going ahead for construction of a 
small aviation field on the one hur«red 
acres of ground that comprises the 
Vatican City. 

It is learned that aviation possppilities 
have removed one of the most serious 
obstacles to reaching a territorial agree- 
ment with Italy. The Vatican held out 
for months for a strip of land to the sea, 
so that free communication would be 
assured. Italy was obdurate on this 
point, and the matter was arranged 
throuch the aviation pl-~, which assures 
the same thing.

REASSURING REPORTS. 


The Registrar-General’s return shows 
250 cases of smallpox in London and the 
principal towns of England and Wales last 
week, an increase of 44 on the preceding 
week’s total. Two deaths are reported. Of 
a total of 374 cases in the whole of England 
and Wales, 49 occurred in London. 

According to a statement issued 
by the Ministry of Health last night, the risk 
of any general outbreak from the Tuscania 
source of infection is at an end. Forty-five 
notified cases from the Tuscania were spread 
over % wide area, and of the seven deaths 
among the sufferers six took place in Great 
Britain and one at Marseilles. 

The P and O. Company announce that the 
report of a case of smallpox aboard their 
steamship Ranchi has proved to be without 
foundation. The Port Medical Officer at Ply- 
mouth diacnosed the case as one of chicken- 
pox, and the Ranchi vesterday left for London 
with a clean bill of health.

CENSORSHIP BOARD CUT 
DOWN AGAIN.

Mr. T. Wrstrope Bennett, Chairman, took 
the Chair at 3 p.m. | 

On the Committee Stage of the Censorship 
of Publications Bill, 1928, 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN, moved an amendment 
fo insert a provision which would exempt 
from censorship legal as well as medical 
hovks. The provision in regard to medical 
hocks had been inserted in the Dail, 
although. in his opinion, it was not necessary, 
as the Board would not prohibit medical 
aoks., 

i Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY. Minister for 
Justice, said that, while he held that the 
revision in respect of medical books was not 
necessary, he would agree to the amendment. 

The amendment was accordingly accepted. 

Sir JOHN KEANE moved an amendment 
to delete from the definition of the word 
““indecency ” the words “or likely in any 
other way to corrupt or deprave.”’ 

Mr. JOHNSON thought that they should 
have some explanation as to the words “ un- 
natural vice” in the definition—as_ te 
whether they meant anything in law beyond 
anvthing that was bad of vicious, | 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
the words were in no way technical. As te 
the amendment, it was always advisable to 
have general words which took in everything 
of a similar kind to those matters mentioned 
in the preceding words. i 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

Mr. DOWDALL moved an amendment to 
reduce the namber of members of the Censor- 
ship Board from nine to five. The change 
from ‘the original number of five which was 
made in the Dail, he said, was only accepted 
by a single vote. It might be very difficult 
to get nine men of the required mentality, 
and if they had five they would have a 
sufficient number 

‘‘olonel MOORE suggested seven as a com- 
promise. 

Mr. McKEAN opposed the amendment. 
and said that the Minister should have 
sufficient pecple to give all schools of thought 
representaticn on the Board. He disagreed 
with the suggestion that it would not be 
possible to get nine members which would 


ati nd. sie 

The Right Hon. ANDREW JAMESON also 
opposed the amendment, and said that if 
thev were going to give a board such powers 
as those of censors, they should take care 
that it would be workable. It could only be 
workable with a membership of nine. 

ROOM FOR A CRANK OR TWO. 

Mr. BROWN strongly opposed the amend. 
ment. The question of the size of the 
Board was very carefully considered by the 
Evil Litertaure Committee, and they had re- 
ported that the minimum number should be 
nine. That was a decision to which the 
House should give every respect. If the 
bill was to be effective they must have a 
board in which the country would have con- 
fidence, and he felt that the country would 
have more confidence in the larger board. 
On the larger board they could afford to 
have a crank or two, and yét not spoil the 
working of the board. One erank on a board 
ef five could spoil its work. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that they could not 
get confidence if they had only five on the 
board, and he thought it would be a great 
inistake. 

Mr. FARREN said that there seemed to 
be great difference among Deputies and 
Senators as to the numerical strength of the 
board. If they had a board of nine, s1x 
could meet from time to time, and a de- 
cision made by them could be made binding. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that there seemed to 
be the assumption that a book brought before 
the board would, on a majority vote, either 
be sent to the Censor or not. That was 
absurd. It seemed to him that a censorship 
in the privacy of the homes of members, 
where they could form an opinion of the 
book, would be the most desirable proce- 
dure. He would support the proposal as it 
had come from the Dail. 

Mr. COMYN asked the Minister to state 
whether the decision of the Censor was to 
be*arrived at in his own library and commu- 
nicated to the board, or whether he would 
meet the board, discuss whether the book 
or periodical should be excluded, and de- 
cide after consultation with the board. The 
latter course would appear to be the fairest 
way of dealing with it. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that in the case of 
films there was only one censor, and if one 
man was capable of discharging and giving 
just decisions on films it ought to be quite 
possible to get one man to give an intelligent 
opinion as regards books. It was easier to 
get five suitable persons to discharge such a 
daty than to get nine. If political and 
religious interests—which seemed to be the 
object behind making the number nine— 
were represented on the Board he had not 
much hopes for its success. 

SAFETY IN NUMBERS. 

Mr. Milrov said that the function of the 
Board would be comparable to that of a jury, 
and he favoured the larger number, as he 
believed that there was some degree of safety 
in a Board consisting of nine members. He 
would iike to know the grounds of selection 
of the members. 

Mr. HOOPER said that the only point of 
machinery which the Committee who made 
the recommendations with regard to the 
Censorship Bill expressed an opinion on was 
m respect of the number of the members of 
the Board, and in view of that he opposed 
the amendment. Religious, educational, 
literary, and artistic opinion should have 
representation on the Board. 

r. GOGARTY expressed the opinion that 
the Board should he as compact as possible. 

Mr. O'HANLON, supporting the amend- 
ment, said that it would be much easier to 
get five men capable of doing this work than 
nine. What they should set out to do was 
to get the right type of man rather than a 
num of men. If they wanted an effective 
censorship, the very thing they would want 
to eliminate wonld be political and sectarian 
interests from the Board. 

Mr. BAGWELL agreed that a more repre- 
sentative public opinion could be got with 
nine than five. 

‘Mr. DOWDALL urged that there should 
not be on this body representaitves of diffe- 
rent views or sects—a thing that would 
make the whole board utterly ineffective. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, in reply, 
said that he believed that a board of five 
a board of nine. Possibly 
a board of three might be better than either, 
except that the weight of work might be too 
heavy. If the board became representative 
all shades of opinion it simply would not

get five common-séfse men to devote their 
time to the work than to get nine such men.

ELIGIBILITY OF CLERGYMEN, 


Sir JOHN KEANE moved to add at the 
end of Section 3 a new sub-section, as 
follows :—‘* No person in Holy Orders shalt 
be eligible to be a member of the board.”’ 
He said that he hoped the Minister or the 
House would not think that he was moving 
this amendment in any sectarian spirit. He 
would remind the House that such an amend- 
ment was moved in the Dail, and that the 
person who moved it was above suspicion in 
that respect. 

There was, undoubtedly, a certain amount 
of danger that this Board might be used im 
prohibiting books inculcating moral doctrines, 
rather than books which were not really 
bad—that is, to give a certain moral basis to 
them. 
excluding clergy from public bodies. ‘They 
were not eligible, for instance, ior the 
Oireachtas and for Urban or County Councils, 
and he suggested that 1t was a simple matter

Mr. COMYN recommended the Hove® net 
to accept the amendment.

TWO EXTREME VIEWS. 
Mr. O'HANLON opposed the amendment. 


He stated that there were two extreme views, 
one against a clergyman anywhere and the 
other in favour of a clergyman everywhere. 
What they wanted was the right type of 


| person, and the clergyman, by reason of his 


training and knowledge of human nature, was 
likely to make a good and common-sense 
member of the Board. 

Mr. O’FARRELL also opposed the amend- 
ment, saying that he did not think they 
should place disability on any particular 
clergyman. They should leave the selection 
to the jadgment of the Minister. He asked 
Sir John. not to move. the amendment, so 
as to give the Minister as wide a field as 
possible. 

Sir NUGENT EVERARD also thought 
that it would be wise for the mover of the 
amendment to withdraw it. . It would be 
invidious to point out clergymen as being 
unfit to act as censors. 

Mr. FARREN said that the amendment 
was most undemocratic. 

Mr. BAGWELL supported the amendment, 
and said that, having regard to the functions 
of the board, it was more difficult for a 
clergyman of any denomination to act in- 
dependently and self-consciously than any 
layman. : 


Mr. TOAL opposed the amendment, saying 
that. the matter should be left entirely in 
| the hands of the Minister. Surely clergymen

Sir JOHN KEANE said that, if the House 
desired, he would withdraw the amendment.

UNSPARING VIEWS OF THE 
“ ASSOCIATIONS.”? 

Mr. P. J. HOOPER moved the insertion 
of a new section restoring to the bill the 
' recognised associations.” His object, he 
said, was purely in the interests of the 
smooth and efficient working of the measure. 
These associations were in the same position 
with regard to making complaints as they 
were before. What the amendment in the 
Dail had done was to give the rights of these 
associations to individuals, greatly impairing 
the machinery of the Act. Every person in 
the country was now entitléd to make com- 
plaints direct to the Minister. Many would 
be perfectly legitimate, but the great majority 
would be very trivial, and would interfere 
with the working of the department. 

These associations would soon get to learn 
the minds of the Censorship Board and they 
would not be spending money : on sending 
books to the Board which had already been 
rejected. In that way they would get co- 
operation and a satisfactory censership would 
be the result. ; 

Mr. JOHNSON, opposing the amendment, 
said that the effects of it would be to dis- 
criminate against the bulk of the citizens-and 
to select a few elements of the community 
who would become recognised—and he might 
say, privileged—for this particular purpose. 

Colonel MOORE, opposing the amendment, 
said that it would band people tegether who 
would be able to poke their noses into other 
people’s business. 

Mr. MILROY said that the proposer of the 
amendment should have given them the basis 
of the associations which he asked to have 
recognised. He saw a considerable danger 
of busy-bodies getting together, thinking that 
they were acquiring a reputation for godliness 
by taking up this elass of work and making 
those associations a rallying ground for cranks 
and busv-bodies. ! 

NEGLECTING OPPORTUNITIES. 

“I can imagine,” said Mr. Milroy, “a 
meeting of one of these bodies taking place, 
and someone saying: ‘ Why, it is three or four 
months since we condemned a book; if we do 
not condemn another book or .wo people will 
be asking what justification there is for our 
existence.’ ’’ (Laughter.) If those associations 
were recognised they would, probably bring 
the whole censorship measure into disrepute. 

Mr. FARREN said that the proposition of 
the Minister was. a sound and business-like 
proposition. The associations must satisfy 
the Minister that they were composed of

To do so would be 
ta give a special status to the puritanical, 
natrow-binded busybodies in the community. 
He entirely associated himself with Mr. 
O'Farrell, and would vote against the amend- 


ment. 

Mr. O'HANLON said that he did not agree 
with Mr. O'Farrell that the setting up of 
‘recognised asgociations’’ would set up 
‘felon setters.’’ Those associations would 
‘be trying to do the right thing. which was 
the real object of the bill, and they should 
not be described as ‘‘ felon setters.” 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he hoped the 
Senate would reject this “amendment, which 
had been already rej by the Dail 
, Dr. GOGA escribed the amendment 
as the most monstrous proposal made in any 
country—a props, that they. should use their 
liberty to fill every village and hamlet in the 
country with a lot of little pimps. that: would 
be recognised greasy-eyed little fellows, with 
a sensitive conscience and a strong stomach 
for alcohol.

There was simply a charge made 
and no judgment given by these asso- 
ciations. If these associations came 
into existence the power of the 
mdividual to make complaint would not 
be taken away. Individuals could maka 
complaints to the associations. The amend. 
ment would have the effect of preventing 
frivolous charges, and it would kall cranks. 
but the people who joined those associations 
would have a sense of responsibility thar 
which nothing killed cranks more quickly. 
He would hope that some new associations 
would be formed, and that some of the 
already existing bodies jwould take up the 
work seriousiy. It was entirely wrong tn 
say that persons who did social work must 
be cranks and busybodies.

BAN ON BYGONE BOOKS. 


Sir JOHN KEANE moved an amendment 
which sought to limit the operation of the 
bill to books first editions of which were 
published after the 3lst December, 1927. 
As the bill stood they were going to have 
old books which were improper, and whic’ 
were forgotten, brought out and listed. If 
they stopped books after the date mentioned 
they would concentrate on the real problem 
The great danger of the bill was that they 
were giving free advertisement, and he 
urged that they should confine that free 
advertisement to current literature. 

Mr. DOWDALL thought that the date, 
December 1927, was too recent. 

Mr. COMYN said that they should not 
confine them in this manner. ‘There were 
many Indecent books published before that 
date. 

Mr. JOHNSON expressed the opinion that 
the amendment was impossible. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY asked the 
House to reject the amendment, and said 
that the bill provided protection for books 
of a classical nature. 

The amendment was withdrawn by per- 
mission. 


LITERARY AND ARTISTIC MERIT. 


Mr. JOHNSON proposed an amendment, 
the object of which was to make it man- 
datory on the board when considering 1 
complaint to have regard to the literary. 
scientific and artistic value of ‘the book, the 
pature and extent of its circulation and the 
class of readers, instead of leaving it 
optional, as it was in the bill. 

Mr. LINEHAN opposed the amendment, 
and said that a beak should be considered, 
not for its value as a historic or literary 
production, but from the point as 
to whether or not it was indecent. Were 
they to have passed a book that was obscene 
or indecent, simply because it had literary 
or artistic merit? He for one would be in 
favour of rejecting such a book. There was 
rather too much glorification of the literary 
and artistic. ‘ 

Dr. GOGARTY. considered that every 
author should have his books considered 
from every aspect, and, if not indecent, 
they should not be condemned. 

On a division the amendment was carried 
by 17 votes to 16. 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m. next 
Wednesday.

Jumpers, blouses, cardigans, 
dresses, costumes, overcoats, raincoats, gloves, 
feathers and hats can all be treated by the 
cleaning process and made as smart and 
attractive as when new, and if the garments 
are faded their colour can be changed by the 
dyeing process into most fashionable shades. 
No well-dressed man now hesitates to send 
his «suits, overcoats and flannel trousers 
regularly to the cleaner. to be cleaned and 
pressed. These services, moreover, provide 
an excellent means of economy, as the 
garments can be cleaned up and given a new 
term of usefulness. at a cost of a few 
shillings. 

There are, rhaps, few businesses in 
which the Irish Free State has kept so well! 
ahead as in this matter of cleaning and 
dyeing, and there are half-a-dozen firms in 
Dublin and district supplying the needs ot 
the Irish people. ighly-skilled Irish 
workpeople are regularly employed, and the 
trade, which at one time went out of the 
country, is now successfully handled in the 
dyeing and cleaning establishments in the 
ree State. 

Not only as a means of economy, but as a 
patriotic duty, the public should use the 
services of the up-to-date dyeing and 
cleaning firms in our midst.

Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks pointed out that the law, of 
course, very frequently does involve con- 
‘trasts, but he was advised by his legal ad- 
visers that this was not a public lottery, 
and, therefore, he had no right to interfere.

ANXIETY OF SURVEYORS’ 
INSTITUTION. 

Expected legislation based on the report of 
the Free State Town Tenants Commission 
was the subject of reference in the annual 
report submitted at the annual general meet- 
ing of the Surveyors’ Institution (Irish Branch). 
held at the offices in Dublin vesterday 

The report stated that it is almost certain 
that the Government will frame legislation 
of far-reaching consequences to all owners’ of 
town holdings in the Irish Free State. The 
recommendations contained in the report of 
the Commission were. considered to be of such 
a drastic character that the Committee of the 
branch had asked to be informed in. advance 
as to the main provisions:of the bill and 
allowed an opportunity of expressing an 
opinion thereon. 

The report referred to the part taken by 
the branch in the securing of useful amend- 
ments embodied in the Forestry Act and the 
Rates on Small Dwellings Act passed by the 
Free State Parliament during the year under 
review, and to representations made te the 
Land Commission with regard to agents’ 
commission on compounded arrears. 

The report was adopted, and a vote of 
thanks was passed to the outgoing Chairman 
(Mr. W. Power-Steele) and Committee for 
their services during the year. 

Mr. A. Goddard, Secretary of the Institu- 
tion, was welcomed to the meeting, and, in 
replving, referred to the arrangemeris for 
holding the Institution’s country meeting in 
Belfast next June, when many English and 
Scottish members are expected to attend.

WINE MERCHANTS’ APPEAL 
DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

MURNAGHAN.,) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the plaintiffs in the case of Seager Evans 
and Co., Ltd., v. Padraic Fleming and Annie 
Farrelly, dismissing, with costs, the appeals 
brought by the defendants from an order of 
Mr. Justice Hanna, dated 16th of January 
last, at the trial of the action in the High 
Court with respect to a promissory note for 
£2,000. 
The plaintiffs were Seager Evans and Co., 
Ltd., distillers, having their registered offices 
at Millbank Distillery, 14 Deptford Bridge, 
London, 8.E.8; and the defendants were Mr. 
Padraic Fleming, wine merchant, of Black- 
rock and Dublin, and Mrs. Annie Farrelly, 
widow, wine and spirit merchant, of 8 and 9 
Lower Sheriff street, Dublin (Mr. Fleming’s 
mother-in-law). ‘The plaintifis’ claim was 
(1) against the defendant Padraic Fleming 
as maker of a promissory note for £2,000, 
dated 21st March, 1928, payable to the order 
of the plaintiffs on demand; (2) against the 
defendants jointly and severally for the sum 
of £2,000 and interest thereon, money pay- 
able by the defendants to the plaintiffs under 
a guarantee in writing ó on the 
promissory note, whereby the defendants 
jointly and severally guaranteed payment of 
the amount of the promissory note. The 
plaintiffs also claimed interest on the note, 
amounting to £28 4s. 4d., from the 21st of 
March, 1928, to the date of the summary 
summons. 
The defence was mainly that there had been 
no “ consideration ” for the promissory note. 
The trial judge gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs as against both defendants for 
£1,500, with costs on the claim, tugether with 
interest at 5 per cent. on the sum of £2,000 
up to the date of the payment of £500 by 
the defendant Padraic Fleming, and with 
interest at the same rate on the sum of 
£1,500 from that date, and dismissed the 
counter-claim, with costs, directing that the 
£100 lodged in court by the plaintiffs as 
security for costs be returned to them. 
The appeal was from the whole of the judg- 
ment and order of Mr. Justice Hanna. 
The Court now, in their unanimous judg- 
ment, which was delivered hy Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, dismissed both appeals, with 
costs. holding as against the defendant 
Padraic Fleming that there was ‘* considera- 
tion’’ for the bill, inasmuch as the giving 
of the bill payable on demand was a release 
of the previous six months in which it was 
to be renewed. 
So far as the defendant Mrs. Farrelly was 
concerned. thev held that, inasmuch as she 
had given her name in blank to Mr. Fleming 
as signature to the guarantee, she was 
estopped from denying that she was a 
guarantor. ; 
Judément was accordingly given against 
Mr. Fleming as maker of the note. and as 
against both defendants as guarantors, for 
ihe sum of £1,500, £*00 having been paid off 
the £2,000 by Mr. Fleming before the action 
was brought.

POLICEWOMAN’S VISIT TO 
DUBLIN HOUSE. 

(BEFGRE MR, COLLINS.) 

Miss Minme Geoghegan, 86 Lower Baggot 
street, Dublin, was charged by Inspector 
Dunleavy with pretending to tell fortunes, 
with practising palmistry, and with using an 
apartment at that address for immoral pur- 

poses during the month of February last. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lang, a policewoman, 
stated that on February 6 last she went to 
£6 Lower Baggot street, at 9.60 p.m., and 
saw the defendant on the first landing, and 
was taken into a room. There was a settee 
there and a round table, on which there was 
a crystal and.a pack of piaying cards. De 
fendant told witness that she charged a 
shilling for reading the cards and a guinea 
for reading the crvstal. 

Witness selected the cards paid a 
shilling. The witness had to “cut” the 
pack twice, and defendant proceeded to tell 
her that her husband was not true to 
her, that he was ‘ wibbly-webbly ”’ 
towards her was fond of women and 
drank a good deal. The defendant then 
told witness that she would give her a 
crystal reading for nothing, as she had taken

Witness said that on her first visit she 
left an umbrella behind her in tve roon.

HOUSE WATCHED. 

Guard 51 B deposed that he had kept 
watch on the house on various dates in 
February, and had seen a woman, whoim he 
knew to be of immoral character, enter the 
house sometimes alone, but most times ac- 
companied by men. 

Inspector Dunleavy stated that at 11.45 
p.m. on February 28 last, accompanied by 
Guard 51B, he called at the house, and the 
door was opened by the girl Fox. Defen- 
dant was standing at the rear of the hall. 
On entering the girl’s room he saw a man 
sitting by the fire and consuming whiskey. 

Accompanied hy detendant the Inspector 
said that he had inspected the other apart- 
ments of the house, which were sub-let to 
various people. One of the rooms was 
occupied by another girl named pres sé 

Replying to the Justice, the defendant 
stated that she did uot know that that con- 
duct was taking place in the house, and 
that she alwavs took care to keep her house 
well conducted She had since got rid of 
the girls. 

Defendant handed up evidences of her 
character, and stated that she had told for- 


tunes at charity /fétes in England and 
Ireland. She was known as Madame 
Zingari. 

COMPLAINTS. 


Inspector Dunleavy said that the house 
had been of a notorious character for the 
last two years. It faced a convent in 
Lower Baggot street, and there were nurs- 
ing homes in the vicinity. Complaints had 
been received on many occasions of men 
loitering near the house day and night. It 
had been raided’ before, but the police had 
not been able to get sufficient evidence to 
warrant a prosecution. The place was not 
so bad recently, but the woman Fox was 
still there. 

THE SENTENCE. 
The Justice said that he took a serious 


view of the case. He would impose the 
full penalty of three months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour on the charge of keeping 
an improper house, and a month with hard 
labour on the charge of fortune telling, both 
sentences to’ run concurrently.

The facts were that in 
February last, on a specific occasion, the 
licensed premises in Rathmines were open 
between 2.30 p.m. and 3.70 p.m., during 
which hour such premises should have been 
closed. There was no structural seperation 
between the licensed and unlicensed sections 
of the premises. The point in the case was 
whether the licences attached to 9 Rathmines 
terrace were, or any of them, in the form of 
an off-licence within the meaning of the 
Intexicating Liquor Act, 1927. 

Mr. O’Connor quoted a decision bearing on 
the point at issue and from the Act ot 1927.

(BEFORT JUDGE MLEFSON ) 

James TJ. Dixon, 30 Prussia street, 
auctioneer and _ salesmaster, sued John 
McQuade, ot 2 Tritonville avenue, taxi-cab 
proprietor, for £50 damages to his motor car, 
caused by the negligent driving of a taxi- 
cab by the defendant at Kilmainham on 


October 4, 1928, when it collided with and 
demaged defendant’s motor car 
There was a counter-claim by John 


McQuade, senior, seeking damages from Mr 
Dixon for injury to his taxi-cab on the same 
occasion. 

John McQuade, junior, also sued Mr. Dixon 
for damages for personal injuries on the same 
occasion caused, 1t was alleged, by the careless 
management of a motor car by Mr. Dixon. 
which collided with the taxi-cah, the property 
of McQuade, senior, and in which McQuade, 
junior, was seated 

The evidence was given the previous day. 

The Judge, in a lengthy judgment, said that 
the taxi-driver admitted that he was travel- 
ling at about twenty miles per hour, and that, 
he went on to the corner, believing that there 
was nobody at the place where Mr. Dixon 
was coming along in his motor car. He did 
not see Mr. Dixon s car until he was im a 
position that it was hopelessiv impossible to 
avoid a collision. The same applied to Xr. 
Dixon—he did see the taxicab until he 
was in a position that he conid not avoid the 
accident. He was satisfied, on Mc Quade’s 
own evidence, that he was driving at a speed 
and in a manner unsafe for himself and the 
travelling public when he was approaching a 
dangerous place, near a crossing. and that he 
failed to slow dewn and to keep a sharp look- 
out, and that his failure to observe these 
conditions was the cause of the collision. He 
gave a decree in favour of Mr. Dixon for £26 
18s. 7d.. and dismissed the other two cases
